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PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Testimony of an Experienced Vet- 
erinarian on the Indians 
Cases. 


The Deaths Supposed to Have Resulted 
from Impure Water and 
Food. 


Declarations that the Disease Was Not 
Contagious Pleuro-Pnenmonia— 
Wisconsin. 


INDIANA. 
THE SITUATION IN LAWRENCE COUNTY. 

MITCHELL, Ind., Sept. 6.—|Special.|—Last 
Friday morning THE TRIBUNE contained tele- 
graphie announcements that a mysterious dis- 
ease, supposed to be contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia, bad killed four or five cattle in a Short- 
Horn herd in Lawrence County, Ind. The rep- 
resentative sent to investigate the outbreak 
reached Mitchell, at the crossing of the Ohio 
& Mississippi and the Louisville, New Albany 
& Chicago Railrouds, in the southern part of 
Indiana, early this morning, when an interview 
was obtained with Mr. C. L. Yokey, editor of 
the Mitchell Times, who was asked: 

What can you tell me about the death of 
some Short-Horns near here from some un- 
known disease?“ 

Not very much of my own knowledge. I 
published an item some two weeks ago about 
it, although Mr. Keane asked me to keep quiet 
about the case. I did not make much mention 
of the matter.“ 

How many have died?“ 

“Only four, 1 believe; but let me introduce 
you to Dr. Yost, who will tell you more about 
the case than any one elee can. He is thor 
oughly posted, as he must be, indeed, to hold 
the position of Assistant Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, and you can, of course, rely 
impliciuy upon the correctness of anything he 
may say.” 

Dr. J. L. W. Yost was associated with Dr. 
Joseph Gardner of Bedford, some ten miles 
north of Mitchell, in the studies which result- 
ed in the publication of an abie article upon 
milk sickness of cattle, human beings, and 
other animals. This article of Dr. Gardner's 
attracted much attent at the time of its ap- 
pearance in 1881, tod Noster upon these 
men the honor of be first to give a plain, 
comprehensive, and thorough account of that 
disease. Both the gentlemen named are mi- 
croscopists of recognized experience and abil- 
ity. Dr. Yost, when questioned, said: 


DR. YOST’S STORY. 

“Some time about July 15 Mr. Keane, who 
lives about two miles from town, brought from 
Columbus, Bartholomew County, in this State, 
afew Short-Horns. About a week later I 
learned that two or three of them had died. 
Mr. Keane asked my opinion asto the nature 
of the disease. ltold him te send me notice 
immediately on the appearance of the first 
symptom of further sickness among 
his stock. I also requested him to 
secure some of the biood of the next anima! 
attacked, and cautioned bim to be very careful 
to use a perfectly clean bottle, having a good 
tight stopper, and to catch the blood as soon as 
possible after the death of the animal. The 
next day a calf sickened, and before a horse 
could be saddied for the messenger the calf 
expired. Mr. Keane opened an artery in its 
neck before it was fairly dead, caught and in- 
stautly corked in the boftie a quantity 
of its blood. Within thirty minutes 
from that time 1 had some“ of 
that blood under one of Bausch 
and Lomb's half-inch objectives in connection 
with a Talles solid eye-piece. Having found 
the bacilli I expected, I then used a Gunnd- 
bach’s, one-sixteenth immersion objective, with 
the most satisfactory result.“ 

„What did you find!“ 

IT KILLED THE CALF. 

„Well, the blood was so fresh that the cor- 
puscles showed ciearly the ameebod movement, 
and in addition to that they had an active 
eenti-rotary and jerking motion, caused by the 
attacks of micrococei, with which the fiuid 
was literally swarming. The whole field 
was filled with the micrococci, among 
which were rod bacilli, resembling closely 
those found in cases of puerperal and the milk- 
fever, and examined by Dr. Gardner and my- 
self at Huron when studying milk-sickness 
three years ago. 

Did you make drawings of the plate you 
examined?” 

Sorry to say I did not; but if you wish I 
will do it now. I have some ef the blood in 
the bottle. We may not find any living forms, 
but enough will remain to give you an idea of 
what there was. 

Dr. Yost brought forth a serviceable micro- 
scope and quickly had a slide with a dropof the 
blood diluted with a little distilled water under 
the objective. After a moment spent in ad- 
justing the instrument the doctor exclaimed 
with the enthusiasm of an ardent microscopist: 
“There they are, and a beautiful slide it is, 
too. Here, see for yourself. Did you ever 
read a more interesting page? 

THOUSANDS OF MICROCOCCI. 

Tue TRIBUNE representative seated himself 
at the instrument and saw a field in which un- 
counted thousands of microcoéci were swarm- 
ing about the thin wrecks Of three or four 
large corpuscles. In a few secends 
bacteria were seen swimming about 
among the minute dark micrococci, and two 
rod bacilli were seen bending back and forth 
with a jerking yet not a quick motion. ac Turning 
to a bookcase Dr. Yost took down Lusk's work 
on “Puerperal Fever,“ and turning to page 
613, showed the reporter a plate in which was 
shown a field very ciosely resembling that un- 
der the microscope, which at the moment was 
incalculably gréater than that shown by the 
engraving. 

**What do you say these germs are, Doctor?” 

They are essentially the same as are found 
in animals suffering from milk sickness, as it is 
popularly termed here. They are similar, if 
not precisely the same as those found in cases 
of typhoid, in ague, in puerperal-fever, and in 
other malarial diseases. The wrference is, that 
these cattie died of a bacterial disease. I 
think so. Similar attacks have been known in 
Southern Indiana, and in Southern Illinois also. 
almost every year when the water is low and 
sluggish, if not absolutely stagnant, in the 
streams, and when the weather is at the 
same time warm enough te favor 
the rapid increase of germ-life, for the 
reason that the germs: of mild as 
well as of malignant typhoid are conveyed bv 
milk from cows which drink impure water con- 
taining the drainage of sewers. outhouses, and 
other sources of contamination. You shoud 
impress in the strongest possible manner upon 
all who use miik or butter, and upon all who 
care for the health of their cattle, the fact that 
it is absolutely necessary that the cows shal! 
have pure water to drink. Afl of these condi- 
tions have existed during the last three months 
in this locality, and I ascribe the death of these 
tour animals to this cause. 

THE DIFFERENT DEATHS. 


“Have you investigated the pastures in 
which these cattle were?“ 

No; Il would have been pleased to do so, 
but bave not had time to give to the work. 
There are one or two poiots in this connection 
I would iike more light upon. You note that 
the dam of the rst caif that died is still in 
seemingly perfect bealth. The next that died 
was the mother of a caif that was alive and 
well until after it was given to the 
cow that had lost her  caif, the 
first that died. The next morning 
the orpban calf—that we will call No. 2—died, 
baving been with its foster-mother less than 
twenty-four hours. Then in the evening of 
that day calf No. 8 died. It was a common 
native calf, that ran with the others, and died 
showing the same symptoms.”’ 

* What were the symptoms?“ 

„All theenimals beilowed, spun around in 
a small circle, and suddenly dropped dead. To 
me these actions indicate congestion of the 
brain, or other disturbances of the nerve cep- 
tres, and a clotting of blood in the heart, all of 
which might naturally result from the pres- 
ence of the vast swarms of bacteria in the sys- 
tem. 

NO CONTAGIOUS PLEURO-PNEUMODBIA. 


It is clear that there is no contagious pleuro- 
pneumonia in this case. The symptoms are in 
every way different from those of contagious 
or any other pneumonia. I have not exam- 
ined the lungs. There was no good reason for 
doing 80. 

During the afternoon the following telegram 
was received:

The report of the deaths 
among the calves there came through a three- 
line item in the correspondence of a local pa- 
per. It is believed that the discase is like that 
which appeared on Keane’s farm. The state- 
ments of Mr, Keane contained nothing of ma- 
terial interest Giffering from the above. He 
said that the cattle were seemingly as well as 
ever until a few moments before their death, 
when they suddenly begun whirling around 
rapidly, then dropped as though shot, and all 
was over. 


WISCONSIN. 
NO INFECTED CATTLE IN THE STATE. 

Mapison, Wis., Sept. 6.—[Special.|—Prof. 
W. A. Henry of the Department of Agriculture 
at the University of Wisconsin, who was com- 
missioned by Gov. Rusk to visit Chicago and 
other points in Iilinois and ascertain, if possi- 
bie, whether or not cattle infected with pleuro- 
pneumonia had been introduced into Wiscdn- 
sin or if a liability existed of such an event 
occurfing, rendered his report today. He vis- 
ited numerous places in Illinois, but as far as 
he was able to ascertain the disease has not 
been imported into Wisconsin. He did not 
find evidences of the disease nearer this Stute 
than Chicago. At Peoria he witnessed the 
death and examination of eeveral animals 
troubled with the disease. He advises 
the Wisconsin Legislature next winter to enact 
stringent measures of protection against its 
importation into Wisconsin. 0 


PRIVATE HENRY’S DHATRH. 


Qne of His Executioners Gives the 
Details of the Occurrence. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 6.—-[Special.|— 
Sergt. Julius R. Fredericks, of the Greely polar 
expedition, isin the city, the guest of his 
brother, recuperating from the effects of the 
terrible experience in the Arctic." An inter- 
viewer today {ound him apparently hearty, but 
this he explained by saying it was due to bioat. 
His normal weight is 152 pounds. When res- 
cued it was 108. At the time he left the Capi- 
tal several days ago it was 184, and now it was 

73, and decreasing daily. He is still restricted 
to simple tood, having only been allowed to eat 
vegetables a day or two ago. The attention of 
Mr. Fredericks was called to the dispatch which 


charged selfishness on the part of bimeelf and 
Long, and a determination of their part to 
live, po matter what became of the rest of the 


party. 

It i¢ a lie from the word go, said Fred- 
ericks. 80. too, is the statement that there 
were two factions in the Greely party. I never 
saw a party so united and barmOnious as was 
the Greeiy party. The only man who diso- 
beyed an order was shot. This was Henry, 
as you know. So far as I know 
there is no foundation for the charge that the 
survivors ate of the flesh of their dead com- 
rades. It might have been that there was 
some cannibalism, but if there was it resulted 
in instant death, for the stomachs of the men 
were in no condition to take such food. To 
speak definitly, I myself saw no signs of 
cannibalism.” 

As to the shooting of Henry, Fredericks said: 
The party became a unit against him and de- 
manded that Greely should issue a death 
warrant, or aliow it to proceed = with- 
out. Greely finally consented, and 
the order was secretly execute 
Now, mind you, Henry wag as suple as ever, 
and if he had known that an order for his 
death had been issued he would have killed us 
all, for we were so weak that we could not de- 
fend ourselves, and could barely waik with a 
gun. Three guns were loaded—lI can't teli who 
loaded them—two of them with balls, the other 
with a blank cartridge. The three were placed 
on the ground, and an equal number of 
men detailed to take them up for 
the execution. Brainerd, Loug, and myself 
were the three. We did not know 
who loaded the gun with a blank cartridge— 
nobody knows except the man who loaded the 
gun. We were then ordered to proceed to the 
execution. We found Henry down on the 
coast, and alone, about 150 yards away, in the 
very act of collecting seal-skins which were 
designed for the subsistence of the entire 
party. Henry did not know that we were about 
to kill him, but he knew that be bad been 
warned time and again that he Would be killed 
if he persisted in appropriating the 
food of the party. We walked to 
within twenty yards of him, and the ranking 
man said: *‘Henry, we are now compelled to 
carry out our orders.“ The order to fire was 
given and the man dropped dead. There was 
no missing him at that range, and the alm from 
each of two men, whoever they were, who 
carried bullets in their guns, was fatal. Henry 
did not say a word before or after we shot.” 

There is a story that you and Long had laid 
away several ducks and were well supplied 
with food. 

There is not a word of truth init, We had 
no food; and that is proven from the fact that 
we would have eaten if we had. When re- 
lieved we had to be guarded to prevent this 
very danger.” 

Fredericks says the desire of bis. sou! is to 
return to the Arctic region, and believes that 
the first man who sails up the South Sound 
route will reach the pole. He said: The 
water flows from the pole and not towards it. 
There is a polar ocean, but it is not navigable. 
The reason we did not cross the channel in 
search of relief is, that it is like a swift mull- 
race, full of crushing, grinding ice, twenty-two 
miles in width, and impassable. It is a lane 
kept open by the frightful winds, through 
which the North Pole regions spew out mount- 
ains of ice.“ 


AN OIL FLURRY. 


The Mistake of an Operator Creates a 
Panic at Pittsburg. - 

PitrssurG, Pa., Sept. 6.—|Spectal.]—Such 
scenes as were enacted at the Oil Exchange 
here today have seldom been witnessed in this 
city. The market was .eluggish and Without 
special features, fluctuating between 85½ and 
8644 up until after 1 o'clock, when a telegram 
was received stating that the Phillips well bad 
flowed 410 barrels in four hours, Or at the raté 
of 2,500 barreis a day. Then ensued the wild- 
est excitement. The trade became panic- 
stricken and dumped oll on the market in 
large blocks. Prices staggered under the 
heavy load a few minutes and then went 
down past the 80-cent line, while’ operaturs 
and lambs who were long way up in the 
eighties looked on with blanched faces unable 
tostay the tide which was sweeping taem to 
destruction. Wild rumors of new wells, struck 
at an unexpected place, and of heavy failures, 
were circulated on all sides and it seemed that 
there was nothing that could stop the break. 
Prices dropped to 79, 78. and filnaliy 77°, cents, 
which proved to the bottom, and 
was reached at a few minutes after 
2 o'clock, the decline in less than 
an hour being over eight cents. With values 
at 77% cents the trades stopped for breath 
and it then transpired that the dispatch about 
the Phillips well was wrong and that it should 
have been 210 barrels in four hours. The 
shorts then began covering and prices re- 
covered to $1, but broke back to 70% at the 
close a few minutes later. The transactions 
— the day will aggregate many million bar- 
rels. 

New York, Sept. 6.—The New York Mining 
Stock and Petroleum Exchangé presented a 
scene of great excitement today. The bears 
were in full control, and succeeded in breaking 
78%. Business 
was very active and the excitement at times 
was intense. Various reasons were assigned 
for the break. The closing dealings were at 
79% or sales; 79% bid. 


ON TRIAL FOR ALLEGED TRAIN-WRECKING. 

DUCKHILL, Mass., Sept. 6.—{Special.}|—The 
trial of the alleged train-wreckers progresses 
very slowly. Only six or eight witnesses have 
been examined. These were principally rail- 
road men, and the evidence elicited bears 
mainly upon the alleged fact that the wreck 
was a wantou and malicious deed, planned and 
executed by human agency, and not an acci- 
dent.

Indications that the Ruinous Out- 


ting of Hastern Passenger Rates 
Will Continue. 


The Eastern Freight Traffic Likely to 
Be Stimulated by Reduced 
0 Rates. 


The Wind to Be Taken Out of Scalpers— 
Comparison of East-Bound Freight 
Shipments with Last Year,

East-bound freight business ig growing 

worse and worse. Never before has business 
been so licht at this season Of the year as it 
is at present. The new wheat and oais usually 
begin to go forward ubout Aug. 1 and ship- 
ments always begin to increase about that 
time, but this year there bas been an excep- 
tion to the general rule, and instead of in- 
creasing business bas steadily decreased since 
then. Forthe week ending July 26 the total 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
from this city by the various roads 
amounted to 31,858 tons, against 24,600 
tons for the corresponding week last 
year. During the last week the shipments 
of flour, grain, and provisions amounted to 
27,285 tons, against 40,994 tons tor the corre- 
sponding week last year. It will therefore be 
seen that during the month of August last year 
east-bound shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions increased about 16,000 tons, while this 
year the increase in shipments amounts to less 
than 2,000 tons. 
3,000 tons less than that for the week previous. 
Railroad officiais find it hard to explain why 
business at present is so exceedingly dull. Last 
year at this time, when shipments amounted to 
nearly 14,000 tons more per weck. 
business was thought to be unusu- 
ally dull, and it was explained on 
the ground that the crops had been none of the 
best. But this year’s grain and oat crop is 
claimed to have been heavier than for years, 
and yet business is comparatively lighter than 
ever before. There are now eight roads com- 
peting for the east-bound business from this 
city, 80 that on an average each road got about 
6.000 tons of flour, grain, and provisions, which 
are the principal articles shipped east from 
this point, and this exhibit includes the busi- 
ness to interior local points. It will thus be 
seen that the roads carried hardly any through 
business at all. All summer the roads con- 
soled themselves with the hope that 
about Aug. 1 shipments would mater 
ially increase and that they would then be 
able to make better earnings. But the 
earnings of all the roads since that time have 
continued to decrease from week to week, and 
the prospects do not now indicate that there 
will soon be a change for the better. The 
opinion is rapidly ing ground that unless a 
material reduction rates is made business 
will continue as dull as it now is until the close 
of navigation. A heavy reduction in rates 
would create a much heavier demand for busi- 
ness than there is now, as prices of grain in 
this market are so low that shippers refuse to 
seli thinking they will get better prices here- 
after. 

It is not believed that the present high rates 
(25 cent basis) will be maintained much longer, 
and it is believed that the weeting of managers 
in Commissioner Fink’s office last Friday bad 
the subject of reducing rates under considera- 
tion. If only the Grand Trunk's notice of 
withdrawal had been under consideration, as is 
claimed, there would not be so much secrecy 
about the doings of the meeting; but there is 
good reason why the managers should keep 
dark their intention to reduce the rates until 
they are ready to announce the reduction. It 
would induce shippers to hold back until the 
reduced rates are put into effect. When an ad- 
vance in rates is to be made the roads are anx- 
ious that it should be known long before the 
advance goes into effect, and the rule is to an- 
nounce the advance officially ten days 
ahead, because by that action ship 
pers are induced to ship as much 
as they can before the advance is made. No 
matier what action is taken in regard to the 
Grand Trunk's demand for an increase of per- 
centage it does ¢ = probabie that the 
present rate can bé maintkined much longer. 
It is some time yet before navigauon closes, 
and the roads are not in a condition to do with- 
out business until that time. It is generally 
believed that some of the roads are now taking 
business at less than regular tariff rates, and a 
demoralization of rates can only be prevented 
by ordering a general reduction as speedily as 
possible.

Slight Prospects that East-Bound Pas- 
senger Rates Can Be Restored—Why 
Scaipers Are Anxious. 

The announcement made in Friday’s TRIBUNE 
that a meeting of General Passenger Agents of 
the roads in the Joint Executive Committee 
had been called at Indianapolis next Wednes- 
day to consider the present complications in 
Eastern passenger affairs has caused the scalp- 
ers to stick out placards announcing that pas- 
senger rates would be restored next Wednes 
day, and that persons wishing to take advantage 
of the present low rates must do so before 
that time. This is a ruse on the part of 
the scaipers. It is by no means certain that 
the meeting at Indianapolis will succeed in 
restoring harmonious relations. Indications 
rather point to a continuance of the existing 
troubles. But so much is certain, that what- 
ever the result of the Indianapolis meeting 
may be, the scaipers will no longer be per- 
mitted to reap all the venefit from the cutting 
of rates now going on, aud ior this reason they 
are anxious to make the public believe that 
they will not be able to secure cut rates after 
Wednesday's meeting. If the meeting finds 
that harmony cannot be restored 
and unitorm rates reéstablished the 
roads wiil no longer allow the scaipers to carry 
on the war tor them, but will go into the fight 
themselves and make an open reduction direct 
to the public. Without a pooiing agreement it 
will not be possible to restore and muiotain 
rates, and there is no prospect that such an 
agreement can be made at present, as the 
Grand Trunk and West Shore still refuse to 
join a pool. It is not even certain that those 
roads will be represented at the meeting. Yet 
until after the meeting matters will remain in 
statu quo. 

New York, Sept. 6.—The Evening Post's fin- 
ancial article sevys: The general situation 
does not improve, though its most unfavorable 
aspects are confined to roads east of Chicago. 
The conference of trunk-line representatives 
at Commissioner Fink's office yesterday, 
which was called to arbitrate the matter of the 
demand of the Grand Trunk for a larger per- 
centage allotment of all east-bound freituts 
trom Chicago accomplished nothing. The Grand 
Trunk is consequently preparing for war on 
east-bound freights and passenger fares. The 
Vanderbilt roads acknowledge that a war is 
more than probable. 

New York, Sept. 6.—[Special.}—The brokers 
are still selling tickets to Chicago at $16, while 
the agents at the regular offices of the several 
railroad companies coneerned in the pool main- 
tain full rates.

MAGNETIZED WATCHES. 


Danger to the Timepieces of Visitors 
to Electrical Exhibitions—The Moods 
ofa Nervous Woman Recorded With- 
out Her Knowledge. 

Behind the counter of an unpretentious little 
watcb-repairing shop, situated nearly opposit 
the main entrance to the Internationa! Electri- 
cal Exhibition Building, at Thirty-second street 
and Lascaster avenue, hangs this sign: 


BEWARE OF THE DYNAMOS. 

Watches of visitors to the Electrical 
Exhibidon checked and taken care of. 
Over the door of the establishment is the 
name ‘George L. Mallon, Watchmaker.”’ Be- 
hind the row of convalescent timepieces hang- 
ing in the window a littie man with a shock of 
red hair bent over the narrow work-bench. 
Several chance passers, catching a glimpse of 
the pasteboard sign hanging in the shop, 
stopped to read it. 


* D-y-n-a-m-o-s! that must be a new name 
they bave got for picxpockerts,” said a young 


fellow, who spelled the word for his com pan- 
ions. 


As the reporter crossed the threshold the 
watchmaker looked up trom his work. 


“How do you du? 1 merely wished to m- 
quire about the sign.” 

“The sign? yes, everybody seems to think it 
strange, but just wait until the exhibition 
opens, after the great electrical machines get 
in running order, then you will see the people 
coming in here to leave their watches after the 
first experience.” 

„Ot what?“ 

“Why, the effect of an atmosphere sur- 
charged with electricity acting upon the dell- 
cately-adjusted steel parts of a wutch.”’ 

**In what way!“ 

Those parts bécome magnetized—charged 
with electricity. Simply standing beside one 
of those powerful machines is sufficient to 
magnetize a dclicately-adjusted timepiece. 
Have you never seen a magnetized watcn? 
Here is one I allow to remain so for the pur- 
pose ot showing skeptics. Wait a moment 
until I wind it up. 

MAGNETIZED WATCHES. 


It's an old Swiss movement that belonged 
toa young man who worked in one of the 
electric light and power companies down-town. 
He came in bere about two mouths ago to have 
the watch putin order. He supposed it merely 
wanted overhauling and cleaning. It had run 
down, so Iwound it up and examined the 
movement. In a minute I knew what was the 
matter. I said to him Lou are in some place 
where there is a great deal of electricity, aren't 
you?’ O, Yer,’ he answered, I work at the 
Electric Light and Power Company's place.! So 
I told nim that the watch was magnetized. He 
bought another one of me and 1 took his in 
trade. 

There, now, just notice those two springs; 
see how the coils strike and quiver. Every pin- 
jon in that watch is magnetized. Look at that 
pinion cap through the magnifier; see how it 
trembies. The watch may run ten hours all 
right, then stop for two or three hours and go 
on, or it may stop a dozen times in an hour. lu 
fact, a magnetized watch acts as if it were be- 
witched. In fact, people have declared to me 
that their watches were bewitched. I laugh at 
the notion and demagnetize the affected parts. 
Then they think I practice the biack art. 

**Seriousiy, though, I expect to doa large 
business in looking after watches during the 
exhibition. Lou rememoer the electrical ex- 
bibit in Paris in 1881-82? Well, it was then 
that horologists took cognizance of the to them 
startling fact that watches were affected by 
electrical currents. Watchmakers there for a 
time were completely pyzzied at the erratic ac- 
tion of the timepieces brought them for re- 
pair. At length a bright young fellow named 
La Force discovered the cause and almost made 
a fortune demagnetizing watches. He charged 
a high price tor his work, for he kept his knowl- 
edge to himself, 


ONE WITH FITS. 


* Magnetized watcbes? O, yes, we now and 
then have them brought to us for treatment.“ 
said M. J. Valentine, an expert watch repairer 
in the establishmentof H. Muhr & Sons, at Sev- 
euth and Chestnut streets. I had a case of 
that kind only a short time ago. A gentieman 
brought me a valuable chronometer balance 
waten. The watch would stop for twenty or 
thirty minutes, then go on as well as ever, then 
stop again. and so on. It was nota very bad 
case of magnetism; be, had only been in the 
babit of visiting the electrical light works on 
Arch strect and standing by the machine. I 
demagnetized his watch in _ torty-eight 
hours by using the English garlic 
juice remedy, but it is very slow 
work. Three or four days is usually 
required to demagnetize a serious case. I un- 
derstand that a New York firm of watchmakers 
have perfected a machine by which they can 
thoroughly demagnetize a watch within twenty- 
four hours. it is very common to have 
watches affected during a display of aurora 
borealis. Some very curious things concern- 
ing watches come under a watchmaker's ob- 
servation at times. I remember a lady who 
used to bring me her watch sometimes as often 
as once a week—it was either too fast or too 
slow with her: while it hung up in the shop it 
ran as steady as the State-House clock. I 
studied that watch, and one day | came across 
something in un English horological magazine 
that opened my eyes. It was simply a little 
item saying that sometimes delicately adjusted 
watches were affected by the temperament of 
their wearers. a 


AFFECTED BY PERSONAL MAGNETISM. 


„The whole thing flashed upon me in a mo- 
ment. The woman’s watch was dffected by 
herself. 1 foundout that she was of a bighbly 
nervous temperament, but would at times suf- 
fer from attacks of despondency, The watch 
only recorded her temperament. When she 
was vivacious it went fast, when she was in a 
low mood it went slow. Very often it is im- 
possibie to reguiate a watch for some men by 
keeping the timepiece in the shop. There is 
some physical peculiarity about the man; it 
may be his gait, his temperament, or an excess 
of bodily electricity. In these cases I let the 
man wear the watch continualiy, and then 
regulate it to bis peculiarities. 

„ Bodily electricity is very marked in certain 
persons. [ knew a young watchmaker in whom 
it became so strong that he was obliged to give 
up that branch of the trade because it was 
found that he magnetized the delicate bair-

2 you think that a watch taken to the 
electrical exhibition building would suffer? 

It woujd undoubtedly in some respect, and 
if the wearer came in actual contact with some 
of the large machines I am inclined to think 
the watch would become magnetized. I shall 
visit the exhibition and will make some experi- 
ments with a watch myseit.’’—Philadephia 
Times. 


DEATH FROM POISONING. 

READING, Pa., Sept. 6.—(Special.|—The fu- 
neral of Jacob Riegel who, it is supposed, was 
poisoned Wednesday last, took place this after- 
noon. Thousands of curious spectators 
viewed the corpse, which lay ina handsome 
casket. Upon the return from the cemetery 
Detective Ressier took Mrs. Ellen Riegel, de- 
ceased’s wife, into custody, and she was com- 
mitted to jail. The pbysicians appointed to 
make the post-mortem examination of the in- 
testines and stomach testified that they found

arsenic. The jury rendered a verdict that 
Riegel came to his death from the effects of 
poison administered by his wife, Ellen Riegel, 
and implicated Charles, alias Slap Heisler. 
Detective Hessler swore out a warrant and 
Heisler was arrested and committed to jail. 

Both will be tried on the charge of murder. 
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THE DOWNIE FRATRICIDE. 


Charies J. Downie Olaims that He 
Shot His Brother in Self- 
Defense. 


Evidence Showing that the Dead Man 
Was Quarrelsome and Unfair in 
His Dealings. 


The Prisoner Makes a Statement to a 
Friend— The Brothers’ Business 
Complications. 


The house at No. 244 La Salle avenue, in 
which the Downie fratricide occurred Friday 
evening, was visited by many curious spectators 
yesterday. The prisoner was at the Chicago 
Avenue Station most of the forenoon, but was 
taken out to the County Hospital towards noon, 
to attend the inquest, after which he was 
conveyed to the jail. His wife met him at the 
hospital and subsequently visited him in jail. 
She is quiet and uncommunicative, and he 
places great confidence in her judgment. The 
prisoner, Charles J. Downie, is a rather small 
man with giossy eyes and high cheek bones, 
who might be taken for a teamster. 

Nor A WORD, CHARLEY,” 

A reporter for THe Tinu sought an in- 
terview with him soon after be was removed 
from the Chicago Avenue Police Station to the 
jail. He had just been holding a long con- 
sultation with his wife. When she saw the re- 
porter advance toward him she came back and 
warned him not to say a word. Not a word, 
Charley.“ she repeated, covering her lips with 
her forefinger. Charley looked appealingly at 
her and then at the reporter, as if he would 
like to say something, but she interpreted the | 
expression and repeated the Not a word, 
Charley.“ Tht reporter suggested that Charley 
was somewhat excited when ne made his last 
statement, and that perhaps he would like to 
correct part of what he had then said. 

Not a word, Charley.“ she again put in. 

Charley thought it best to say a word. He 
stated, with as much dignity as he could com- 
mand, that he bad not seen the papers, and 
that, as he couldn’t tell what bad been written, 
he desired the opportunity to read it befure 
saying anything further. The reporter offered 
to procure a pauper, but he said be preferred to 
look it over at hig leisure and send for the re- 
porter whenever he desired to see him. With 
this he walked off, and his wife. who appeared 
much relieved, heaved a sigh and went her 
way. She is apparently not less than 30 years 
of age, has a thin face, large eyes, and a rather 
anxious expression, which seems to date be- 
yond the present troubles, 

Her husband and his elder brother were 
known to the police at the Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion, and both were considered cranky and 
touchy about trifics. 

A STATEMENT BY THE PRISONER. 

To an acquaintance who called at the Chicago 
Avenue Station during the forenoon Downie 
made a statement in substance as follows: He 
bought the pistol with which he shot bis broth- 
er to protect himseli from robbers on bis way 
to and from the house at Englewooa; that he 
went to his brother's house on La Salle avenue 
Friday evening to remind him that he had not 
kept an appointment at Loeb Brothers’ that 
day, at which their differences were to have 
been adjusted, and to get him to promise to be 
on hand at another time without fail. As 
as soon as he was in the house he says his 
brother began abusing him; told him that he 
had kept the appointment, and called hima 
liar several times. William then made at him 
with a chair, threatening to kill him. Charles 
says be shot to frighten bim, and did not know 
until be was arrested that the bullet had not 
passed harmies!y cver his brother's head, as 
he had intended it should. He said bis brother 
claimed all his mother’s estate, and, though 
three arbitrations had been heid at which de- 
cisions were always granted in his (Charles“) 
favor, William had refused to recognize them. 
He suys he moved with his wife and child to 
‘Englewood. One of the doors in the famliy 
mansion, be says, bears evidence of his broth- 
er's iil-feelmg towards him in the shape of a 
dent made by an iron poker thrown at him. 
Another time, Charles says, his brother made a 
similar dent in the banister with his favorit 
weapon—the family poker. Another cause of 
complaint againet his brother was that he had 
tried by fraudulent means to secure his Board 
of Trade certificate. In order to accomplish 
this he got Charles to siga notes to him, so that 
in case of William’s death their mother would 
get the certificate, in considerahon of which he 
was to take care of Charles’ wife. When their 
mother died William claimed the notes were 
genuine and seized the certificate. Charles says 
bis mother had bought this certificate, but that 
she had also bought one for his brother. When 
William tried to seize the certificate the Com- 
mittee on Arbitration decided in favor of 
Charles. Charles turther said that he expected 
a quarrel when he went to his brother’s house, 
but he had no one to take with him. He said 
his brother’s claim to his mother’s estate was 
based on deeds he got ber to sign through 
fraud, which he did not dare place on record. 
The quit-claim deed secured from Charles was 
also obtained in the same manner, without the 
payment of any consideration. 

THE TESTIMONY OF OUTSIDERS. 


Mr. William Loeb, who is referred to in the 
statement of Downie, puts much of the biame 
tor the quarrels of the two brothers upon Will- 
iam, who, be says, was a bard and stubborn 
man, and would not consent to an amicable 
division of the property. He influenced his 
mother to deed her property to him before her 
death, but promised about two weeks ago give 
Charies $1,500 in cash if Charles would allow 
bim to hold peaceful possession of the home- 
stead. This was worth $9,000, but was in- 
cumbered for $4,000. The brothers were to 
have met at Mr. Loeb’s office Friday to make 
the settlement, and Charles was there, but Will- 
iam did not come; and Mr. Loeb says he feels 
satisfiea William did not intend to give his 
brother anything. - 

F. W. Pushiek, living at the corner of Wells 
and Huron streets, and George A. Wideland of 
No. 203 Huron, were members of the first Board 
ot Arbitrators, and they both state that Will- 
lam was the cause of the quarrels. He tried to 
get possession of the entire estate, worth about 
$12,000, less the incumbrance. He presented 
to the arbitrators numerous bills for material 
used in the construction of the LaSalle avenue 
house, and showed receipts in his own name to 
prove that he had paid for such material. The 
arbitrators were of the opinion that the pay- 
ments were made tor his mother with her 
money, and decided that the property should 
be evenly divided. This made WII, 
iam angry, and de made an s- 
sault upon Charles, but troubie was 
prevented by the arbitrators. Wiliiam also 
claimed that because his brother's certificate 
of membership in the Board of Trade had cost 
more than his own the latter should be com- 
pelled to pay him the difference. 

THE SISTER'S TESTIMONY. 

An inquest was held on the remains of the 
murdered man at the County Hospital yester- 
day. The principal witnesses were the police 
officer who made the arrest and Mole D. 
Downie, the adopted sister of the two brothers; 
and only two or three other persons were pres- 


ent. . 
Mollie Dowme was the first and most impor- 
tant witness. Her testimony, while important 
as evidence, was substantially a repetition 
of what she said to a reporter of 
Tae Tripune Friday evening. She said she 
had been adopted into the Downie family when 
she was but 3 years old. She understood that 
the deceased, W. H. Downie, was 31 years old. 
He was born in Baltimore, Md. She described 
the circumstances under which she found the 
body lying in a corner of tLe dining-room on 
her return from a neighboring grocery, whither 
she had gone for a pitcher of beer at his re- 
quest. Sbe thought at first he was fooling her. 
Then she noticed biood on his face and found 
that he was dead. She had up to this 
time seen no one’ in the house, and 
did not know of her own knowledge wuo bad 
shot him. She said that ever since the death 
of ber adopted mother, a year ago, her two 
adopted brothers had been quarreling about 
the division of the property. but they ali lived 
in the same house until] Thursday last. when 
Charley moved to Englewood. The day Chariey 
moved they had a dispute about a carpet which 
William nad locked up in a room to keep away 
from Charley.

HISTORY OF THE HARPER LAW. 

We print elsewhere a statement from Mr. 
W. H. Harper, the author of the Harper Hich- 
License law, which is spetially interesting at 
the present time, as it narrates the circum- 
stances attending the origin of the bill and 
the influences which were brought to bear to 
secure its passage, and places Carter Harri- 
son in a most unenviable Aght. 

The first announcement that a High-License 
bill would be presented to the Legislature 
was made by Mr. Harper shortly after the 
election of 1882. Before leaving for Spring- 
field such a bill was diawn up by Emery 
Storrs, C. C. Bonney, and W. P. Black—the 
last two Democrats—but under subsequent 
advisement a fresh bill was drafted at a con- 
ference in Springfield attended by O. D. 
Wetherell, A. A. Carpenter, Hilton A. Par- 
ker, Isaac L. Morrison, James A. Connelly, 
and the late F. F. Elmen „at that time 
President of the Citizens Association, now 
known as the Harper High-License law. It 
was introduced Feb. 7, 1883, referred to the 
Committee on License, and passed June 
15, 1883. 

The long four months struggle over the 
bill and the desperate efforts of the Demo- 
crats, aided by the saloonkeepers with their 
arguments and the additional persuasion of 
$75,000 in money raised by them, to defeat 
it, will be well remembered. In this struggle 
Mr. Harper calls the roll of those who stood 
by him. There were O. D. Wetherell, Mur- 
ry Nelson, A. A. Carpenter, J. H. Swan, 
M. B. Hull, J. 8. Vriedenburg, Joseph 
Medill, I. P. Rumsey, and the late F. F. 
Elmendorf. In addition to Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature there were nine Dem- 
ocratic members who never flinched: F. A. 
Willoughby, James M. Gregg, E. R. E. Kim- 
brough, William A. Day, J. B. Felter, 
Andrew Welch, Francis Greathouse, John 
W. Moore, and the late Sidney Grear. Other 
prominent Democrats in this city came to his 
help, among them John Mattocks, H. W. 
Rogers Jr., C. C. Copeland, James Wood, 
and William J. Onahan, \ Bishop Ireland, 
the zealous prelate of Minnesota, who has 
done a giant’s work for temperance, also 
seconded the efforts of the friends of the bill 
with his personal appeals and influence. The 
leading merchants of Chicago worked hearti- 
ly in the cause, and a large number of pastors 
in this city and elsewhere did all they could 
for its passage. 

There were other influences at work for 
the bill besides these. The Chicago Board 
of Trade made a strong: appeal for the pas- 
sage of the bill, and sent it to Springfield 
signed by J. B. Hobbs, at that time President 
of the board, and now a eandidate for Gov- 
ernor on the Prohibition ticket. At that time 
he gave his official indorsement and influence 
to the Harper bill. Now he appears as the 
candidate of a party which pronounces 
bill “a covenant with death and a league 
with hell.” Is this consistent ? There was 
another man who lent his efforts to secure its 
passage—Carter H. Harrison, the Mayor of 
Chicago—who is now canvassing the State 
and prefessing to be in favor of free rum in 
order to secure saloonkeepers’ influence and 
the votes of their constituents. During the 
discussion of this bill Carter Harrison lobbied 
for it on the floor of the House. On the very 
day of its passage he went among the nine 
Democratic members who favored it, and not 
only urged them to vote for it but promised 
them he would enforce it! The bill passed. 
He returned to Chicago, and the first step 


which he took in violation of his promise was 
to pass a city law, in couspiracy with the 


Austria, and Germany will take place in a 


that | 


saloon-members of the Council, by which the 
State law was nullified for a period of nine 
months, and the citizens defrauded of the 
revenue which would have accrued during 
that time. | 

The Harper bill has been in force in the 
State for over a year, and in Chicago for four 
months. During this time it has increased 
the money in the City Treasury from $300,- 
000 to nearly $1,500,000. It has increased 
the revenue of the State from $700,000 to 
$4,500,000. It has saved the taxpayers of 
Chicago over a million of dollars. It has 
swept out of existence 4,000 of the 13,000 
saloons in the State, those which have closed 
being of the lowest and most dangerous 
classes. We have already ,recommended 
Carter Harrison’s audiences to ask him the 
question whether, if elected, he will entorce 
the law or use his efforts to repeal it. We 
now advise them to ask him still further, if 
he is in favor of free rum, why he lobbied in 
favor of this bill and agreed to enforce it, 
and why he violated his agreement. He has 
no right to occupy such a doubtful position 
any longer. If he intends to enforce the law 
the saloonkeepers ought to know it, If he 
intends to repeal it the rural Democrats who 
are ih favor of it ought to know It. 


LAWLER.VS. FINERTY. 

Frank Lawler's ambition has o’erleaped 
itseif. He has been known as a blatant 
blatherskite ever since he entered the field 
ot ward politics, but his acceptance of a Con- 


lutely devoid of common sense. No such 
man as Lawler, we think, was ever sent to 
Congress by any party from any district. 
Local bosses and even shoulder-hitters have 
been occasionally, though rarely, rewarded 
for party service by brief Congressional 
terms, but these have been brainy men, 
though illiterate. Lawler is a saloonkeeper 
of the political type and a professional Alder- 
man, No other description will be necessary 
to give to strangers a correct idea of his cali- 
bre and character. He has been identified 
in the Council with all the jobs of the last 
few years, but merely as the tool of stronger 
men. His incessant efforts at speechmak- 
ing have been tne subject of ridicule. 
He is fond of posing as a particular 
friend of the workingman; his friend- 
ship consists in selling the work- 
ingman whisky and in contributing to legis- 
lation which grinds upon all taxpayers, and 
the laboring-men more than all others. The 
selection of such a man as the Democratic 
candidate for Congress in the Second Distriet 
is simply insulting to the constituents of that 
district and was all that was needed to as- 
sure Finerty’s re@lection by a much larger 
majority than that of two years ago, 

The Democrats wanted to nominate Finerty 
not sé much because they love him, for he 
has always fought the party machine, as be- 
cause they feared him. They have been on 
their knees before him for the last two 
months, and even on the day of the conven- 
tion he was practically tendered the nomina- 
tion if he would pledge himself to the sup- 
port of the Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent. Finerty refused. He was right. He 
was elected as an Independent, His course 
in Congress last winter showed that he is 
capable of maintaining that position. He is 
the best type of the Irish-American and is 
consequently the proper representative of a 
district which was mapped out to include a 
large part of the Irish population of Chica- 
go. He is a liberal man in every respect and 
commands the confidence and admiration of 
the German voters of his district. A very 
large proportion of the Democrats who voted 
for him two years ago sympathize heartily 
with the stand he has taken against Grover 
Cleveland as the enemy of the workingmen, 
and his independence in that regard will be 
of practical and substantial aid to him. He 
isa man of whom his constituents can be 
and are proud as a Representative, and if they 
were disposed to substitute some one else for 
him it would certainly not be a man like 
Lawler, 

The situation in the Sécond District will 
be peculiarly embagrassing to Carter Har- 
rison and the managers ot the Democratic 
campaign. Ordinarily this district would be 
expected to cast a large majority for the 
Democratic Presidential and State tickets. 
But the practical certainty of Finerty’s elec- 
tion and his avowed antagonism to Cleye- 
land will work a change in 2,000 or 8,000 
votes on the general ticket. Harrison will 
be sorely perplexed. He will be compelled 
to side with Lawler as the regular machine 
candidate, but he knows Lawler thoroughly, 
estimates him at his true value, and cannot 
fail to be disgusted at the bitter dose. Har- 
rison, for the same’ reason, will be con- 
strained to oppose Finerty while he admires 
him and feels sure that the district will go 
fot Finerty. The machine has undoubtedly 
done Harrison great favors, but it has also 
given him great trouble, and never more 
than when it decided to run an Aldermanic 
saloonkeeper for Congress in the Second Dis- 
triet against one of the most brilliant of 
young Irish-Americans in the country. 


THE UNITED STATES OF AFRICA. 

The people of this country have a very 
scant idea of the vastness of the plans which 
are behind the projects of the International 
African Association, the real head of which 
is Stanley. This is partly because we are not 
a colonizing nation and so have not the deep 
interest in a new country that is felt by na- 
tions that are yearly sending out swarms of 
their youngest and strongest. It is also 
partly because the New York papers which 
control the foreign news of the Associated 
Press have, through professional jealousy, 
belittled and concealed much of the develop- 
ment whieh Africa owes, accidentally, to 
the New York Herald. From these and 
other causes the United States of America 
is almost in the dark as to the prospects of 
the speedy birth of the United States of 
Africa, In the lecture which Stanley has 
been invited to give before the merchants of 
London he will make known a good deal of 
information about the resources of the States 
of the Congo which is not yet public, and 
will, it is to be hoped, make so clear a state- 
ment of the political blessings he dreams of 
bringing to the forty or fifty tribes gf the 
Congo that the public opinion of mankind 
will never tolerate any interference with 
them by the selfish Powers which are already 
showing their teeth over the partition of 
Africa, 

Stanley’s plans are not to monopolize the 
Congo country for the King of Belgium or 
any other of his patrons, but to found in it a 
new nation into which the traders and farm- 
ers of all countries shall be free to come, but 
where the natives who own the land already 
by the title of birthright shall be free and 
equal citizens with the rest. He intends to 
ask the various European Powers interested 
to send representatives to a congress to meet 
at Stanley Pool, which is to be the future 
capital of the new nation. This congress is 
to prepare a constitution to give equal pro- 
tection to the people and interests of all na- 
tions. When the time for the next step 
comes an election is to be held by the people 
of the Congo country, natives and immi- 


grants, to choose a congress of their own,

and among its members will be some of the 
powerful native Chiefs, representing their 
40,000,000 of Africans. The ‘tribes are al- 
ready bound together indirectly by the trea- 
ties which they have all made with the Afri- 
can Association, and this connection can 
with time and management be made the germ 
of a national amalgamation. Stanley sees in 
the not far distant future the day when this 
new commonwealth will fly a new standard 
among the flags of nations and make its sov- 
ereign salute to every setting ‘sun. 

It is a noble plan and a novel one. Great 
colonizers have not been in the habit of pay- 
ing much attention even to the lives of ab- 
origines, to say nothing of their commercial 
and personal rights. It was for the Congoese 
a fortunate accident, if there are any acel- 
dents ix, history, that the reporter picked out 
of the conglomerate staff of a great news- 
paper to go in search of a sensation was a 
man of such high qualities of head and heart 
that, after having found a lost man in the 
wilds of Africa, he has turned back to find a 
new nation of freemen there, Besides the 
simple grandeur of such a plan, the schemes 
of Germany, Portugal, France, Austria, and 
England to take possession of the bodies and 
the homes of the natives—who are, by the 
way, of almost as high a type as the Medi- 
terranean A fricans—in the good old-fashioned 
way—

THE RICH GROWING POORER. 


There has been iteration and reiteration so 
long of the familiar saying that the rich Were 
growing richer and the poor poorer that it 
will be at least a novelty to point out that 
lately the rich have been growing poorer. 
First and foremost are the millionaire losses 
in the stock market the last three years. 
These have been so remarkable that the de- 
cline since 1880 is usually called the rich 
men’s panic. Gen. Butler the other: day, 
speaking of Vanderbilt in one of his speeches, 
did not put his treasure of Government 
bonds higher than $25,000,000, and in 
this agreed with the gossip of New York, 
which insists that Vanderbilt and his 
sons have dropped enormous sums in 
Wall street. The latest estimate of 
their losses puts them at $50,000,000. 
Garrison's assignment placed one who had 
been rated as one of the half-dozen richest 
and strongest millionaires in the United 
States on the retired list on a good deal less 
than half-pay, The sale of the Mohave 
Division of the Central Pacifie to a rival rail- 
road confirmed the rumors that the Pacific 
coast quartet of million®ires were in stress 
for want of cash, for no other reason could 
possibly have induced them to relinquish 
their monopoly of access to the Golden Gate 
by rail. Gentlemen who have lately had 
business meetings with Gould report that he 
is careworn and looks pulled down. Russell 
Sage’s losses were so terrific in the arena 
where he has so often worsted: the boys” 
that he had to go to the seashore to soak his 
head in brine. The evaporation of Villard 
dried up one of the richest and newest kings 
of the pool. 


Every one of these moneyed Jumbos had 
a score of little millionaires riding on his 
back, and they have gone down with him. 
The bonanza farmers of the Northwest are 
breaking up their monster aggregations and 
selling them out to smaller men who do not 
have to plow by trustee. With steel rails 
at $27 a ton the luxuriant prosperity of the 
once gold-plated rail combination has de- 
parted. Fron: across the sea come signs that 
wealth which has lapped generations in ease 
is leaking away. Such is the stagnation of 
real estate in England that not one-fifth of 
the property put up at auction is sold. Ag- 
riculturdl land,” says the Economist, is 
practically unsalable. The lords of En- 
gland have been its landlords, and these are 
now becoming bankrupt. American twine- 
binders and homestead laws have tapped 
their monopoly. At the last half-yearly 
meeting of the Great Northwestern Railway 
of England the Chairman in announcing the 
reduction of dividend complained bitterly of 
the conduct of the rich who crowded into the 
third-class cars, which had been put on for 
the accommodation of the workingmen. The 
aristocracy, he said, had become so impover- 
ished that they rode third-class instead of 
first-class to save-a penny a mile. ‘All I 
hope,“ he said spitefully, ‘‘ is that they will 
have sweeps and navvies (day-laborers) riging 
with them.” 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, in a paper read to 
the Montreal Scientific Congress, presented 
statistics to prove the doctrine of the politi- 
cal economists that as the community grows 
richer the share of capital becomes relatively 
less and the share of the laborer absolutely’ 
greater. The accounts of two cotton-mills 
showed that between 1880 and 1884 the 
wages per yard have decreased 44 
per cent, while the profit per yard 


has decreased 83 per cent; the oper- 
atives’ wages per hour have doubled 


and per year have increased 77 per cent. 
The accounts of two cotton-mills sre a nar- 
row basis on which to rest the demonstration. 
of the ‘‘ law ” that competition carries to cap- 
ital 4 constantly decreasing profit and to the 
laborer a constantly increasing share of the 
products of labor. It is too evident to the 
naked eye that the interval between the 
hights of fortune and the depths of poverty 
has widened in the last generation or two 
for us to be willing to believe any such com- 
fortable doctrine on the evidence given. But 
it is certainly a reassuring thing to see that 
greed has o’erleaped itself along a long line 
of millionaires, from the railroad Barons of 
this country to the land Barons of England, 
and that covetous fingers have grabbed fort- 
unes too large to be kept. 


TO WOMEN WITH MONEY. 


The number of women with money is 
rapidly increasing in this rich country. In a 
roster of the great fortunes of New York 
City, those held by women are almost as nu- 
merous as those of the men, and they average 
quite as large. The same thing is true in 
Boston and the older parts of the country. 


Wealth in Chicago is not yet in its second 


and third generations of descent, but, taking 
the country through, the statement of Con- 
troller Knox a few years ago that a majority 
of the stockholders in the National banks 
were women and children, heirs of the mas- 
culine incorporators of those institutions, 
shows how large is the wealth which is being 
distributed by the hand of death among the 
widows and orphans of those who made it. 
One of the most painful features of such an 
era of fraud and shrinkage as we are passing 
through at this time is the suffering and loss 
whieh are brought upon helpless and deceived 
women. Some scoundrel of a trustee ends 
his gilded flight of butterfly villainy by es- 
caping into outer darkness via Canada, and 
leaves behind him the wreck of homes which. 
he has robbed of all that was left them by the 
painstaking thrift and loving foresight of the 
father and husband who perhaps wore him- 
self to death in the fight to win future com- 
fort for his family. Union Pacific drops 
from 124 to 28, and the decline and suspen- 


sion of dividends take the bread out of the 
hands of hundreds of New England widows 
who had invested their nioney in the 
stock on the assurances that it was 
n certain investment”—certain to fail 
them. What has happened in Union 
Pacific has happened in a number 
of other stocks. One of the incidents in the 
bad break in Calumet & Heela stock a few 
months ago was that it compelled one of the 
philanthropic women of Boston to suspend 
the free kindergartens which she had been 
maintaining in various parts of Boston. The 
fund the income of which she devoted to that 
benevolence was an investment in Calumet & 
Hecia stock, and when the income stopped 
the ragged little Bedouins of the streets had 
to go without their schooling, We may be 
sure that the same drop whieh made this good 
woman give up her pet philanthropy for the 
children of the pavement forced many other 
women to sacrifice a good deal of that which 
they had believed to be secured forever to the 
children of their own homes. When the 
bonds of the Mexican Central were selling at 
80 men of the highest position in Boston ad- 
vised their friends to buy them. The only 
question was how much time it would take 
them, they said, to go to par, That they 
would pay their interest was certain. These 
men, perhaps honestly, advised women to 
buy the bonds, and a great many women 
with money did buy them. The bonds have 
since dropped to 87, and have ceased to pay 
interest. The women with money who 
bought them have changed their occupation 
from cutting coupons to wailing and lamenta- 
tion. 

In the accounts of the depredations of the 
rascal Warner, who robbed the Burrows es- 
tate and the National bank at Albion, there 
was one significant statement. It was that 
he had taken everything that had been left 
in trust with him for Mrs. Burrows and her 
children, except the real estate. That is all 
they saved. There is here a hint of value 
for women with money. Real estate is the 
one security for them. Fire, robbery, riot, 
revolution, fraud. embezzlement, it is safe 
against. It cannot be cartied off by a faith- 
less trustee. It cannot be sold by him. No 
one can take it away from them without their 
knowledge and consent. The risks that men 
may take in trade, and in lending money, 
and in buying trustees women should never 
venture upon. If a woman owning houses 
and stores does not wish to collect the rents 
herself, and employs an agent, the worst that 
can happen to her is, that the agent may take 
himself off with the rents of a month 
or two. That is bad enough, but it 
is not as bad as having the trustee 
take the principal of an estate as well 
as the income from it. Women can under- 
stand real estate. They can tell whether it 
needs repairs or not; they can see with their 
own eyes whether it is rented; they can 
easily find agents who will collect their 
monthly rents, and it will be their own fault 
if they do not get from the agent every 
month what is paid to him every month. 
Stocks, bonds, business ventures, loans, in- 
vestinents in trustees of all kinds women 
had best leave alone. Safety to them is 
everything, and that they can find only in 
real estate that has houses and stores on it 
that yield income, 


GOVERNMENT BY CITY COUNCILS. 
The day is not far distant when the munic- 
ipal issue will be the most conspicuous feat- 
ure of American politics. There isa very 
contagion of corruption among the governing 
bodies of our large cities. The people of 
New York and Kansas City are upin arms 
against their respective Councils for villainy 
of precisely the same character from which 
the people of Chicago have suffered so fre- 
quently.. The New York Council voted over 
the Mayor’s veto and without any considera- 
tion to the city a street-railway franchise on 
Broadway for which a bona-fide offer of 
$1,000,000 had been made. The Kansas City 
Council has granted to a local boss gratui- 
tously a street-railway franchise for which 
the city was offered $100,000. The renewal 
of the street-railway franchises in Chicago 
was made under similar conditions: the old 
companies were able to secure an extension 
of their valuable privileges for twenty years 
without compensation to the city, -while relia- 
ble men stood ready to pay at least $1,000,- 
000 for them and to guarantee to the city a 
permanent percentage on the receipts. 

These and similar transactions which occur 
from time to time in most of the cities—Chi- 
cago has had more than its share—bear upon 
their face the evidence of fraud. But the 
inability to prove the corruption according to 
judicial methods is admitted, All the parties 
concerned are involved in the villainy. The 
briber is equally guilty before the law with 
those who take the bribes. The negotiations 
are conducted in a roundabout but systematic 
manner which practically defies detection. 
The ‘‘ squealer,” though he appears rarely, 
is almost universally discredited by juries. 
The sense of immunity from prosecution has 
become so general that fear is no longer a 
deterrent element; and the acceptance of 
bribes has become so common that it is 
scarcely regarded as criminal, 


How, then, is this tide of municipal cor- 
ruption to be turned back? The usual 
answer is that the responsible classes must 
take the local elections in their own hands 
and send the best men“ to the Council. 
But the scheme is impracticable. Aldermen 
are elected by wards. The voters with suf- 
ficient conscience, personal interests, and in- 
telligence to estimate the municipal abuses 
are congregated jn certain residence districts 
which comprise only a few wards in the city. 
Those who are reckless of the city’s interests 
by reason of their ignorance or their associa- 
tions compose the majority of voters in a 
majority of the wards. The indifference of 
the responsible classes may account for the 
election of a few men who are unfit to be 
Aldermen, but in most instances the repre- 
sentative from a ward is no worse than the 
people who send him to the Council. There 
are many wards in Chicago where it would 
be almost impossible to find the right kind of 
man to sit in the City Council, and where 
certainly no such man could be elected. The 
system of election on a general ticket has 
been tried in cities and counties, but it soon 
degenerates to a condition as low as the ward 
system. The fact is that the population of 
cities, as a rule, is made up of a minority of 
intelligent taxpayers and a majority of ig- 
norant men who erroneously believe that 
they pay no taxes or so little that the waste 
of the city’s resources is of no consequence 
to them. 


The repeated demonstration of the perma- 
nence of municipal abuses and the robbery of 
the taxpayers under the prevailing system of 
local government will lead the people to agi- 
tate some new remedy. The theory of prop- 
erty qualification or partial suffrage on any 
basis will always be extremely difficult to 
establish under our form of government. 
But the government of cities by State com- 
missions, appointed by the Governors and 
confismed by the State Senates like other 
State officials, may be more easily achieved. 
By this means the moral sense of the rural 
districts, their separation from the contaml- 


| nating influences of city politics, and their 


‘capitulate the facts therein. 


natural interest in maintaining the prosperity 
of the large cities of their States will be 
called in to protect the municipalities from 
outrage and plunder. It is not the large tax- 
payers alone who will be benefited by having 
the control of city affairs lodged in a few 
men who are personally and immediately re- 
sponsible to the State, but the very classes 
who now ignorantly and unconcernedly send 
vicious men to the Council will be the gain- 
ers to even a greater extent. 


MR. BLAINE AND THE JEWS. 

The message with accompanying docu- 
ments sent to the House of Representatives 
by President Arthur May 2, 1882, in answer 
to the resolution of the House calling for 
correspondence respecting the condition of 
Jews in Russia contains a sufficient reply to 
the inquiry frequently made why the Jews 
are so friendly to. Mr. Blaine, and at the 
same time clearly and forcibly illustrates the 
vigorous manner in which while Secretary of 
State he always came to the protection of 
American citizens abroad. 

The persons in whose interests these 
efforts were made were Theodore Rosen- 
strauss of Kharkoff and Henry Pinkos and 
Marx Wilezynski of St. Petersburg, all three 
Americans and agents of American mercan- 
tile firms, who had been ordered to leave 
Russia. An effort had been already made by 
Mr. Evarts to obtain a modification of the 
laws of Russia in regard to foreign Jews 
under the treaty of 1832 with this country, 
the Russian Government denying the Amer- 
jean view that American citizens in Russia 
were entitled to the same rights and personal 
freedom as are extended to Russian subjects 
sojourning in the United States. When Mr. 
Blaine took the Secretaryship the negotia- 
tion was transferred to him, and meanwhile 
the situation of American Jews in Russia 
had become still more dangerous by reason 
of the horrible outbreaks at Kief, Elisabeth- 
grad, and Odessa, and the bigoted fury of 
the Russian peasants towards all of that 
nationality. Mr. Blaine at once grasped the 
situation with all the vigor and courage 
characteristic of him whenever American 
citizens in danger appealed to him. The 
letter which he addressed to Mr. Foster, our 
then representative at St. Petersburg, July 
29, 1881, is in reality a paper of consum- 
mate ability and full of evidence that he 
had made a careful and thorough. study of 
Russian laws and precedents touching the 
Jews. After reviewing the relations of the 
Government towards them for a century past, 
and tracing the operations of the various 
ukases, Mr. Blaine speaks out in the follow- 
ing positive manner: 

This brings me again to the cases of Pinkos 
and Wilczynski. it is unnecessary here to re- 
It is sufficient to 
characterize them as instances of the notified 
expulsion trom St. Petersburg, by the pohoe or 
military authorities, of American citizens, not 
because of any alleged taiiure to comply with 
the ukase of 1860 or with the Russian commer- 
cial code, but simply on the allegation, unsup- 
ported 4 proof, that they prefessed the Israel- 
itish faith and that the law forbade the sojourn 
of native Israelites in the Imperial Capital. On 
this brief formulaton of the case this Govern- 
ment believes that, under its treaty with Rus- 


sia and lu view ot its treatment of Russian sub- 
jects resorting under like circumstances to the 


United States, it has just ground tor complaint 


and expectancy of better treatment from the 
Government of Russia. 


Mr. Blaine then defines the provisions of 


our treaty with Russia, which provides, 


among other things, that the inhabitants of 
the respective States shall be at liberty to 
sojourn and reside in all parts whatsoever of 
said territories in order to attend to their af- 
fairs.” In upholding this treaty he defines 
the position of this country in the following 
earnest manner: 

The Government of the United States con- 
cludes its treaties with foreign States for the 
equal protection of all classes of American cit- 
izens. Itcan make absolutely no discrimina- 
tion between them. whatever be their or 
creed. So that they abide by the laws, at home 
or abroad, ft must give them due protection, 
ana expects like protection from them. Any 
unfriendly or discriminatory act against them 
on the part of a foreign Power with which we 
are at peace would call for our earnest remon- 
strance, whether a treaty existed or not. The 
friendliness of our relations with foreign na- 
tions is emphasized by the treaties we have con- 
cluded with them. 


In concluding his letter of instructions 
Mr. Blaine emphatically declares: 

Under no circumstances would I, in the name 
of this Government, be willing to accept a less 
measure of impartial privilege for a citizen of 
the United States visiting or sojourning in 
Russian territory than is assured to aliens in 
the like case by any stipulation with or usage 
toward any other nation on the part of Russia. 

You will distinetly impress upon him [M. de 
Giers] that, regardtul of the sovereignty of 
Russia, we do not submit any suggestions 
touching the laws and customs of the Empire, 
except where those laws and customs conflict 
with and destroy the rights of American citi- 
zens as secured by treaty obligations. 

You can further advise him that we can 
make no new treaty with Russia nor accept 
any construction of our existing treaty which 
shall discriminate against any class of American 
citizens on account of their religious faith. 

With this letter Mr. Blaine’s connection 
with the negotiation ceased, as he shortly 
after resigned his position, and it fell into 
the sentimental hands of Mr. Frelinghuysen. 
Mr. Blaine’s spirited defense of the rights of 
American Jews in Russia, as well as his pro- 
tests against the oppression of that race, needs 
no comment. They are as grateful to the 
Jews themselves as they are to every Amer- 
ican citizen who has a pride in his citizen- 
ship. ,

This statement is 
based upon the fact, alleged by Mr. Collins, 
that Mr. Blaine’s paper, the Kennebec Journal, 
instead of denouncing the outrage, said there 
was great provocation for it.“ Could anything 
be more absurd than the trumping up of such 
a charge based on such an attenuated sub- 
structure of fact? In order to show how utter- 
ly false and without foundation the story is 
we need only quote from a letter written by 
Father P. F. Dealy of St. John’s College to the 
Catholic Review, in which he says: “I have 
with me at the coliege an old father who was 
in Maine at the time of the outrage. He says 
he never heard the name of Mr. Blaine men- 
tioned in connection with the outrage upon 
Father Bapst.

She attracted one, however, and I was not 
surprised when a friend told me that this bump- 
tious person was none other than Ouida, the well- 
known novelist.“

PROPOSES TO SUBMIT HIS CLAIM TO THE 
VOTERS or THE DISTRICT. 


The following letter was last night addressed 


by Congressman Davis to Mr. Mason: 


CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—Tht Hon, Widiam E. Mason, 
Chicago—Stn: 1 am th receipt of your communica- 


tion of the 3d inst. (which having been given to the 


press it is unnecessary to reproduce here), in 
which you advise me that you have been nomi- 
nated by the regular Republican Convention 
of the Third District as its candidate for 
Congress; that you understand that the un- 
dersigned claims to hate received the regular 
Republican nomination as candidate for Congress 
ata prior convention, and signify your willingness 
to submit the question of regularity of nomination 
to the Republican National Executive Committee— 
acting upon, the belief afd assumption, as stated, 
that you desire to act fort and in the interest of the 
party, and, assuming thal you do not fully under- 
stand the situation, it is deemed advisable to sub- 


mit for the consideration ot yourself and those of 


your friends who desire ithe triumph of the party 
at the coming election a brief statement of facts. 

The Congressional Convention of 1582, having 
nomivated a candidate for Congress, appointed a 
Central Committee for ti district according to the 
usages and customs of the party, which committee 
coasisted of Senator Mamer of the Kighth, J. K. 
Wheeler of the Ninth, J. D. Kline of the Tenth, J. 
A. Hair of the Eleventh, EK. B. Baldwin of the 
Twelfth, Henry Decker of the Thirteenth, and 
William Gernhardt of the Fourteenth Ward, 

Last spring, pursuant t a call issued by the Na- 
tional Republican Committee, the Central Commit- 


tee above-named calied a convention to 
elect delegates and alternates to represent 
that district im the National Convention— 


The convention regulutiy convened and selected 
delegates and alternates, It also appointed a 
Central Committee for the district, as follows: 
Senator Mamer of the Highth Ward, J. R. Wheeler 
of the Ninth, J. D. Kline cot the Tenth, II. II. Kohl- 
sant of the Eleventh, K. B. Baldwin of the Twelfth, 
Henry Decker of the Thärteenth, and II. L. Hertz 
of the Fourteenth. It Will be observed that but 
two of the ward delegations, the Eleventh and 
Fourteenth, changed their committeemen, the 
Kighth, Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth, and Thirteenth 
Wards retaining their did members. The reg- 
ularity or right of this proceeding having been 
challenged by Messrs. Hair and Gernhardt and 
their friends, and the question having been raised 
as to which committee was authorized to issue the 
call fora convention te place in nomination a 
candidate for Congress and for member of the 
State Board of Equalization at the coming fall elec- 
tion—that appointed by the convention of 1882 or 
the one appointed by the fonvention of 1884—a con- 
ference was held, at whith all the members of both 
committees were present either in person or by 
proxy. No conclusion r agreement having been 
reached, the conference adjourned. 

The Congressional Central Committee was then 
called to meet at Justice) Fisher's office. This call 
was published in the Gally papers and Messrs. 
Hair, Gerahardt, and Decker personally notitied. 
A meeting was held and an adjournment had to 
the following Friday. Pursuant to adjournment 
and published notice the committee again net, 
the following members Of the old committee being 
present: Mr. Mamer, M. Wheeler, Mr. Kline (by 
written proxy), and Mr. Baldwin. Mr. Wheeler 
was called to the Chair, and the committee then 
directed that a conventign be called according to

The call was published giving due notice, judges 
were appointed in en ward and précinct, 
according to establisheu usage throughout the 
district. The polis were open in each 
ward, and in the precinéis of those wards which 
have precinct primaries a fair vote was polled and 
delegates elected. The@onvention assembled with 
full delegations from all the wards. The members 
resided in and were elefted from the wards and 
precincts they represented. Organization was ef- 
fected, candidates nomifated, a Central Committee 
appointed, and adjournment had. 

As no Congressional Committee of this district 
has met except as above stated, as no Congres- 
sional Convention has been called by a Central 
Committee appointed by any Congressional Con- 
vention except as abdowe mentioned, and as a 
quorum or majority (authorized and with power to 
act) of both the oid andthe new committees have 
called, attended, and ‘participated in the con- 
vention of Aug. . and as no quorum of either 
committee, or of both ms one, has ever met, au- 
thorized, countenanced, or recognized any other 
convention than that of Aug. 30. I am at a loss to 
understand whereon yon base your claim as the 
nominee of the Republigan party. ' 

I do not care to discuss herein the methods, the 
votes, the irregtlarity, or lack of authority of the 
gathering of Sept. 3. 

If, however, you can controverta single state- 
ment herein made, and shall ſustst upon making a 
canvass in the district 48 a nominee of the party, 
believing as I do that the success of the party is 
paramount to individual interest, I would respect- 
fully suggest that not Only the question of candi- 
dates, but that of central committeeship, should 
also be settled, so tha no self-appointed commit- 
tee shall ever again presume to act for 
the party in this “district. To that end 
lam not adverse to an arbitration. Those most 
interested in this question are the Republican 
vaters of the district, and 1 am fully of the opinion 
that any plan of arbitmition agreed upon should in- 
clude them as factors.

o dedication, on the whole. was very solemn.

ELEVENTH WARD DEMOCRATS. 

A rich variety entertainment was given by 
the Eleventh Ward Democratic Club at No. 456 
West Madision street. The leading attraction 
was Lawyer James Curtin, who was announced 
asthe latest Irish-Republican convert to De- 
mocracy.

Isaac. however, was nowhere to be found, and 
his place was taken by Mike McDonald and a 
host of other minor celebrities, who extolled 
Carter Harrison as the best man in the State, 
and Mike as next to him.

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FLOWING WATERS. 
SHALL BEAUTY BE RESTORED? 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 6.—[Special.}—Until 
within a few years above the dam has been 
the beautiful country of the suburbs of this 
city. The dam in the river made an artificial 
lake, stretching for miles above the city. On 
tnis lake little pleasure steamers plied up and 
down, carrying hundreds and thousands of 
pleasure-seekers to the resorts along the shore. 
Countiess row-boats and shells made their way 
up and down by day and evening. The scenery 
was indescribably beautiful, and few cities in 
the entire country could boast such an attrac- 
tive suburban region. But the dam grew old 
and finally yielaea to the pressure of the water 
and gave way. The waters of the artificial 
lake found their way downward into Lake 
Michigan, and only a narrow stream remained. 
At first there was much talk “about rebuilding 
the dam. The loss was a severe blow to the 
- beauty of the country and to the pleasure of 
the people. But for one reason and another, 
or for no reason at ail, the project of rebuild- 
ing was abandoned. The little steamer rotted 
on the shore. The row-boats were withdrawn. 
The pleasure resorts went to decay. The 
scenery remained as beautiful as ever, but 
without the customary means of access it had 
no visitors to admire it. Within the last 
few weeks the project of rebuilding the dam has 
been renewed with great earnestness. Public- 
spirited men begin to realize the great loss 
which the city has suffered. There is nothing 
to replace the attractions “ above the dam, 
and nothing but rebuildmg. can restore them. 
Added to the question of beauty of country 
and the pleasure of the people the matter of 
the city’s heulah has become a serious consid- 
eration in this connection. Below the dam the 
river is the great sewer of the city. This sewer 
is cleansed only by the spring freshets. With- 
out cleaning this great sewer is likely to be- 
come a source of ili-health and a breeder of 
pestilence to the city. With the rebuilding of 
the dam would come an effectual means of 
cleansing the river below by the use 
of fiushgates. In view of tne fear of 
a visitation of cholera. next year and 
in the recollection of the terrible. work 
of that disease a few years ago, this feature of 
the matter becomes a most serious question. 
The river runs, a great mass of possible dis- 
ease-breeding corruption, through the heart of 
the city. The rebuilding of the dam would re- 
move danger from this source. The most 
beautiful country in the vicinity of the city, 
and one of the most beautiful regions of the 
United States, is becoming a waste. With the 
restoration of the artificial lake all its beauty 
and attractiveness would be restored. 


BOYS IN BLUE. 


RESULTS OF THE RECENT ENCAMPMENT—THE 
GRAND ARMY. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 6.—[ Special. I— One 
result of the recent grand encampment of the 
Wisconsin National Guurd in this city is likely 
to be a radical change in the uniforms of the 
State troops. The present requirements of 


the service provide for a ridiculous 
and unserviceable mixture of swallow- 
tails, epaulets, and gold braid, etc.

BELLIGERENT CIRCUS-MEN. 


A. Riot at Warrensburgh. N. Y.—One 
Man Probably Fatally Shot. 

Troy, N. V., Sept. 6.—[{Special.)—A circus 
exhibited at Warrensburgh yesterday. Last 
night a numberof the performers were quar 
tered at Baker's Hotel in that village. Near 
midnight three residents named W. J. Sheppard, 
Patrick Burke, and Henry Ashe attempted to 
enter the hotel to procure drinks, when the 
showmen locked the doors, and from a neigh- 
boring window provoked the trio outside by 
jibes and coarse language. Finally Sheppard 
thrust his fist through the glass, striking 
one of the circus attachés. The latter rusb- 
ing to seized bottles ard 
tumblers and hurled them at the villag- 
ers, who returned the attack with stones. The 
party inside met this move by resorting to re- 
volvers, and fer several minutes shots flew 


thick and fast. Sheppard fell to the ground | 


with a bullet in his head and was removed to a 
doctor's office. The wound is at the back of 
the head, and the physician is yet unable to 
state what the consequences will be. His com- 
panions summoned several other villagers, and 
early this morning repaired to the hotel armed 
with shotguns and revolvers. It was then 
learned that immediately after the shooting of 
Sheppard. the showmen had left town, and offi- 
cers who subsequently called to make arrests 
were thwarted.

Mrs. Storey Aske that Septimius 
Vater Investigate the “Times” 
Management. 


Objections Made by the Counsel for Con- 
servator Patterson—The Hear- 
ing Continued, 


Affidavits from Mr, Smith, William Penn 
Nixon, and G. B. Farwell—Oon- 
spiracy Denied. 


A petition was filed yesterday morning in the 
Probate Court before Judge Knickerbocker, by 
Judge Trumbull on behalf of Mrs. Wilbur F. 
Storey, praying the court to order an investi- 
gation of the management of the Chicago Times. 
Judge Trumbull, in opening the argument, said 
that the past management of the Storey estate 
by Austin L. Patterson, the business manager 
of the Times, and conservator appointed by the 
Court, was unsatisfactory to Mrs. storey, and 
it was but justice and fairness that she should 
be granted an investigation for her satisfaction. 
He submitted a petition signed hy Mrs. Storey, 
asking as the wite, and next friend of said 
Storey for permission to examine into the man- 
agement of the affairs of her husband during 
the period of Mr, Patterson's management, 
and that anorder may be entered directing 
Austin L. Patterson, conservator, to afford her 
and such competent and quaified persons (and 
she names Septimius Vater and William Henry 
Smith as such, or either of them) as she may 
employ all reasonabie facilities for the exami- 
nation of the office, books, files, papers, and 
all other matters connected with the manage- 
ment of the business of Mr. Storey by A. L 
Patterson during the period aforesaid. 

THER ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. 

Judge Trumbull said that objection had been 
made to Mr. Vater on account of bis having 
been telegraphed for by certain alleged inti- 
mate friends of Mrs. Storey, and that upon 
such a telegram had been founded a story of 
the existence of a conspiracy to obtain pos- 
session of the Times establishment. He there- 
tore asked permission to introduce the follow- 
ing affidavits from parties who aad been 
named as being concerned in the alleged con- 
spiracy, in order to show exactly bow they had 
happened to telegraph for Mr. Vater. 

He then read an affidavit of William Henry 
Smith, who said that B. F. Lamb asked him if 
ne knew of any person whom be could recom- 
mend to make an examination of the manage- 
ment of the Times newspaper; and that he 
suggested Septimius Vater. Mr. Smith further 
stated that he was not and never had been 
party to any arrangement by which possession 
of the Chicago Times was sought to be obtained 
in bis interest or in that of any other person. 

William Penn Nixon's affidavit was to 
the cffect that he was asked for 
Vater's address, and gave it, and 
at Lamb's request telegraphed to Vater 
to come to Chicago. He denies that he 
has ever known of or been à party to any un- 
derstanding or arrangement to get possession 
of the [imes. 

Charies B. Farwell in his affidavit stated 
that he had never been a party to any arrange 
ment or scheme for the purchase or obtaining 
possession of the Times, and that he had no in- 
terest whatever in its management or contrdl. 

MRS, STOREY’S STANDPOLNT. 

Mr, E. G. Asay said that Mrs. Storey’s stand- 
point was that a dishonest man had been ap- 
pointed conservator, If the examination 
showed that Mr. Patterson bad been honest- in 
his management of the Iimes it would put an 
end to all litigation. He believed that both 
sides were surprised at the appointment made 
by the court, inasmuch as the fieht all throug 
was made on Patterson. The investigatio 
ought to be such a one as to preclude Mrs. Sto- 
rey from all suspicions of uniair play. The 
question of who should make the examination 
was of no importance, but the examination 
should be thorough and sutisfactory, as its re- 
sults were momentous to the estate. 

SORRY TO OBJECT. 


Mr. W. C. Goudy sajd that Mr. Patterson, be- 
ing in possession of the Times, and Mrs. Storey, 
being interested in its proceeds, if she desired an 
examination she might naturally apply to Mr, 
Patterson for permissiou. Mr. Patterson would 
not refuse without some good reason, because 
Mr. Patterson was ready and willing for a full 
and fair examination of his management of the 
property. No formal application of this kind 
had been made to Mr. Patterson. Judge Trum- 
bull assumed that Mr. Patterson would refuse 
to allow Mrs. Storey to make an examination, 
and the assumption was probably correct. He 
regretted the necessity of objecting to 
any one in particuiar, but the objection was 
necessary, because a person might be appoint- 
ed who would injure the Jimes property—a 
rival »n business who, in making this examina- 
non, would obtain information which might be 
used detrimental to the Times. He believed 
the appointment of either of the men named 
would be improper. He thought if the neces- 
sary qualities for making an investigation 
could not be found in One person two or more 
persons might be appointed. He asked for 
time to prepare his reply. 

THE COURT'S SUGGESTIONS. 

Judge Knickerbocker said he would make 
some suggestions. He thought that this inves- 
tigation should not be ordered until Mr. Pat- 
terson had presented his inventory of the es- 
tate to the court. He had heard nothing against 
Mr. Patterson based on anything except sus- 
picion. No charge of mismanagement had 
been made. If the exdtuinathon were granted 
to Mrs. Storey to gratify her curiosity it must 
be made at her expense. He would regret that 
the estate should be squandered away in 
litigation. He did not think that a 
knowledge of newspaper business was 
necessary to make the examination, but he was 
desirous, for Mrs. Storey's satisfaction, to ap- 
point some one she preferred. The question 
of how far back the investigation should go 
was one to be considered. If any mismanage- 
ment were discovered Mr. Patterson's bond 
would cover his liabilities. That was the law. 
If Patterson were found liable to the estate 
for, say, $100,000 prior to the application for a 
conservator his bond as conservator govered 
that sum and was responsible therefor. 


SECRET AND CONFIDENTIAL. 


Re thought if Mr. Smith came into court and 
pledged himself to consider the examination 


secret and coniddential, the results to be made 
known only to Mrs. Storey and her counsel, he 
would be right in appointing him. (Judge 
Trumbull here sent a messenger for Mr. Smith 


He wanted Mrs. Storey to be assu 
that the examination was thorough. 
He would, however, make no order 


until Mr. Goudy hau an opportunity to con- 
sider the matter and make his statement. He 
did not want Mr. Goudy to come and say: “Go 
on and examine, but these men won't do.“ 

Judge Trumbull protested against delay, but, 
after some discussion, the following was made 
the order of the court: 

“This day comes E. C. Storey, by L. Trum- 
bull, Esq., her attorney, and presents to the

It is the treason ofa 
Connecticut Major-General, Samuel Holden 
Parsons, in the Revolutionary War.

The Chicago bank clearings for last week 
show a handsome gain over those of the pre- 
ceding week, never falling below $6,000,000 in a 
day, but they are a good deal less than the 
clearings for the corresponding week of last 
year. The Board of Trade clearings were un- 
commonly small last week. The complaints of 
dull times, due to the superabundance of the 
necessaries of life, the quantities of money 
that its possessors do not know what to do 
with, and other similar misfortunes, are grow- 
ing more and more frequent and loud. This 
condition of things“ is not quite so bad as if 
people were starving to death, but to persons 
who are in haste to be rich, and who look with 
sorrow on every dollar of theirs that does not 
yield them interest, it has a very serious as- 
pect. There is no doubt that business is 
smalier than it was last year at this time, but 
the solid, conservative concerns are getting a 
fair living trade. One of the leading banks 
reports: ‘We are discounting a good bulk of 
paper every day, getting 7 per cent on the bulk 
of our money, and ina majority of cases col- 
lecti&g on the paper we hold without trouble 
when it falls due. Doubtless other concerns 
that were less liberal with their customers dur- 
ing the panic times and whose debtors have 
paid up their notes have a good deal of money 
on hand that they would be glad to loan on call 
at 5 per cent and on time at alittle less than 
the recently- quoted rates. There bas been 
something of an increase in the city deposits at 
a number of the banks in the last few days, but 
the country balances are still very low and will 
of course be lower before they are higher. One 
of the banks which has close relations with the 
retail trade reported yesterday that tnere had 
been a picking up in it lately and that there 
was evidence of a further increase in the near 
future. Eastern exchange was nominally 25c 
premium yesterday, but very litile of it was 
sold. There wasa good demand for foreign 
bills at unchanged prices.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets Were much more 
unequal Saturday than usual. Oorn was wildly ex- 
cited, and trading in the other markets was almost 
suspended, as nearly everybody found he had some 
interest to watch in corn, and the rest wanted to 
look on. There has not been a day for many 
months when so much trading was done in one de- 
partment and so little in all the rest. The short inter- 
est in corn for delivery during this or next month 
got excited, probably with a littie judicious help- 
ing on the part of the longs, and the result was 
wildness. 

Provisions were very, very dull, with little 
change in prices, and hardly enough trading to make 
amarket. Prices tended toan easer range, how- 
ever, in sympathy with the local hog market, while 
Liverpool reported a decline of 6d in lard. That 
article declined 766 lO e here, to $7.374% for Octo- 
ber, closing at $7.35 bid, with September and No- 
vember nominal at $7.30 bid. February lard 8014 
at $7.45@7.50. Shortribs sold early at $10.00 for 
October, and later at $9.95, being 2\%c below the 
latest price of Friday, and September ribs sold 
sparingly at $10.00. Pork was quoted weaker, at 
#18.25@18.50 for September, and $17.75@18.00 for 
October, while the year sold sparingly at $12.00. 
The packing of this city since the close of Febru- 
ary includes 1,423,000 hogs, against 1,403,000 to this 
date last year, and 1,383,000 to do in 1882. 

Flour was very dull, and quoted easier in sympa- 
thy with wheat. The trading was only local. The 
coarse millstuffs were firm. 

Wheat was dull and weaker, It declined Ke, to 
ge for October, and closed at that figure bid, 
with August at Ide discount, and November rela- 
tively easier at 80%c, the short selling having been 
mostly for that month. December was dull at 82 
Gase, and May slow at Sade. Cash No. 2 
spring sold at 77% @78e, and No. 3 was nominaily 
lower at ese. The British markets were called 
dull, and our receipts of spring were much larger, 
while St. Louis was weak om winter grades, and 
sent rather large selling orders here. This made 
the local feeling weak. Jones, Carr, and others 
were free sellers from the start, and Hutcbinson 
was reputed to be the greatest supporter of the 
market, but simply with reference to his** puts sold 
the previous afternoon. The trading was limited 
by the excitement in corn, and the strength of that 
article probably prevented a greater decline in 
wheat. It was said that there are no shorts here of 
consequence except against long purchases in oth- 
er markets, and that holde s in the Northwest are 
‘reported to be preparing to market their wheat in 
large volume as soon as it has gone through the 
sweat. Some of them are stacking it, but only to 
letit pass through that process. 

Red winter wheat was quiet and weaker. No. 2 
declined e., to sle cash, and sold at Silke for Sep- 
tember, while No. 3 declined Male, to 70e. Our 
receipts were smaller, but those at other points 
all showed an increase, and several of those were 

reported weak, while the depression in spring 
grades naturally caused buyersto hold back for 
lower prices. §Very littie freight room was taken 
here for wheat, and foreign orders were said to be 
scarce. It was said that the wheat now going 
across the Atlantic is mostly on consignment. 

Corn was unusually active and extraordinarily 

buoyant on the near futures, while the longer ones 
were comparatively quiet and steady. September 
opened at 55M, being Ke above the latest price of 
Friday; sold to 4%c under a little pounding, and 
then turned up sharply, touching 58c, fell back to 
56%4c, and closed at 564¢c bid. Our réceipts were 
nearly the same in volume as the previous day, and 
Liverpool was lower, probably being dashed by the 
news that Chicago is cornered. New York and St. 
Louis were much stronger, but Only in sympathy 
with us. The pressure was here. A strong effort 
was observable to buy on the part ofavery few 
men, und every time ther tried to purchase the 
price shot up, while others were actively engaged 
in filling shorts on the basis established by those 
just referred to. The big shorts were supposed 
to be Jones and Ream, while the big long was un- 
derstood to be Armour. The opportunity to un- 
load was embraced by Hutchinson, and Baker and 
Weare were also sellers, the latter letting go about 
200.000 bu which he was said to have carried a 
good while. The other selling for September was 
mostly done by receivers, and they sold enough to 
indicate that a rather large quantity of corn will 
arrive here before the end of the month. Wheeler- 
Gregory and Poole- Sherman were prominent as 
buyers. Fleming-Boyden were the principal buy- 
ers of the car-lots, paying as high us 58i¢c for No. 
2, which sold as low as aue early. 
‘High-mixed did not command any premium 
over No. 2 Rejected sold le higher, at 
51@52c in store, and good samples of the latter sold 
at 514@53e to go to special bin. October sold up 
2ige, to 54e, closing at S3%ec bid, the excitement 
for that month being nearly a8 great as for this, 
and the trading largely among the parties noted 
above. November advanced le, to 47\c, the shorts 
for that month not being quite so sure of being able 
to fll with new corn it fell back to 465¢c at the 
close. May advanced e, to Ne, but lost the ad- 
vantage inter, 

Oats were quiet and easier. There was only a 
moderate inquiry for cash in store, which sold at 
Z ge. being steady. Futures found few buyers, 
and by the close were 4@‘<¢ lower than the latest 
prices of Friday, September being offered at 253¢¢, 
October at 25%c, and May at Ne. Samples de- 
clined Malte in the absence of shipping inquiry, 
No. 2 being 26620 ½ e and No. 2 white 28@28\c. 

Rye was firm at Friday’s outside prices, cash No.2 
selling (21 cars) at 54e. which was paid early for 
September. October was offered at 54e, being 

steady. Rejected sold about as the previous day, 
at te in store and at 48 19e on track. 

Barley was strong, but there was little doing in 
cash and futures owing to the scarcity of offerings. 
No. 2in store was quotable at he, while 67c was bid 
for September and October; 5,000 bu sold at 67e. 
The sample market was active, with Nebraska bar- 
ley taking the lead in prices, selling at 65@70c. 
Most of the offerings were rather dark, and brought 
30«@63c according to condition. 

Timothy was in request On Eastern shipping or- 
ders, and very strong, advuncing zate, with sa‘es of 
prime at $1.38@1.39. Flax continued easy in the 
absence of buying Orders, and sold sparingly at 
$1.30. Clover was nominal at $4.9024.00 for prime. 

The demand for dry goods was a little siack 
owing to the upseasonable weather. The same was 
true of millinery, clothing, and white goods. Gro- 
ceries were in very fair demand, and averaged 
firm. Sugarsagain developed decided firmness, 
and the quotations were advanced ge. Dried fruits 
were dull. as were also canned goods and fish. The 
butter and cheese markets were dull, for which 
condition the hot weather Was accountable. There

and easy at previous prices. Whisky was un- 
changed, being firm on the basis of $1.12 for the 
raw spirits. 

The cattle market was about steady. The supply 
amounted to only about 1,800 head, all of which 
were taken at fully Friday’s prices. Sales bre on 
a basis of $4.96@7.26 for shipping grades, at $3.25@ 
4.25 for stockers, and at $3.50@5.25 for range cattle. 
Hogs were dull and 10c lower, with sales of poor to 
choice light at $5.40@6.35. Grassers sold at $4.50@ 
5.30. Sheep were steady at $2.00@4.25. The re- 
eolpts for the week were 35,300 cattle, 53,300 hogs,

We note that one of the largest buyers of Sep- 
tember corn yesterday at 56680 is reported to 
have talked very bearish} y about wheat at 80c no 
longer ago than last Friday. This is one of the in- 
consistencies of commerce, if not of judgment. 
The bearing of wheat at 80c, while buying corn 
in the neighborhood of 60c, is certainly a 

y unequal proceeding, and the first may prove 

be done on a false basis. The theory that we 
are obliged to sell our wheat surplus in foreign 
markets, however low the price. may prove to be 
one of those which do not hold good in every case. 
It may not hold good this year, at least if the sell- 
ing be required to be done at mach below 80c on 
this market. , 

This buoyancy in cash corn is likely to bri in 
whatever of the article may be left in the country. 
And they say there is some yet. It is reported that 
there is about 2,000,000 bu at stations in Nebraska 
on the B. & M. road, besides considerable 
quantities in the interior. It is fair to 
presume that the bins will ali be swept 
clean. Itisalso fair to presume that all the corn 
that will be brought out will not fetch the top 
prices, as it is to the interest of the longs to force 
the shorts in as speedily as possibile for the sake 
of avoiding the necessity of taking care of all the 
old corn that may Le offered.

There are those, however, who believe 
that the present pressure wil! be a long one, as it 
is engineered by a man who does not usually 
move for a small reason, and stays in the deal a 
long while when he takes a hand in it. 

The stock of 169,000 bu rye in this city a week 
ago appears to be reduced to about 124,000 bu 
now, which isa very small quantity.

JOUFFROY THE INVENTOR. 

A statue has been unveiled at Besancon, with 
becommg pomp,to the memory of Jouffroy 
d’Abbans. Jouffroy is beid in France to have 
been the inventor of the steamboat, Fulton be- 
ing considered an imitator. His first experi- 
ment was made on the Doubs as early as 1776, 
and repeated in 1783 on the Sadne at Lyons. 
Jouffroy, however, was poor, his invention was 
never properly taken up, and his life was the 
sad one of a man who saw others reap the rep- 


utation and success which he thought sbould 


have been bis. The statue represents him ina 
pensive attitude, with one hand on the then 
primitive steam-engine and the other as if en- 
gaged in the unraveling of a problem. Unthe 
pedestal there are three reliefs. One represents 
him in the act of instructing his machinist at 
Baume les Dames, the second reveals his un- 
couth steamer on the Saone at Lyons, and the 
third the poor inventor, ruined and in despair, 
a soldier, dying at the Invalides. In the back- 
ground books are mingled with his accoutre- 
monte. The sculptor is M. Gautier, and the 
pedestal is the work of St. Ginest, both belone- 
ing to the department of Franche-Comté. The 
festivities were attended by M. de Lesseps and 
the Minister of Public Works, who made 
apeeches appropriate to the occasion, the lat- 
ter coupling the names of Jouffroy and De Les- 
seps, the one as the inventor of the steamship, 
the other as the man who has afforded such 
large scope for its employment.

Those present 
were filled with enthusiasm, and paid the 
closest attention to the speakers except when 
giterruptions from a gang of thugs temporarily 
guspended the proceedings. For during the 
day the word had been passed around among 
the Democratic bums, toughs, and thugs of 
Halsted and Twelfth streets to attend the 
meeting at Turner-Hall and break it up 
if possible, or at least create a dis- 
qrbance. Had the meeting been less strong 
and united there wouid have been serious 
trouble. The application of the managers of 
the meeting for policenſtn to keep order sent 
in to the City-Hall was contemptuously re- 
fused, but instead a half-dozen policemen in 
citizens’ clothing were sent to urge on the 
toughs to violence and disturbance, and to pro- 
tect them in lawless acts and gross insults to 
the orators. The efforts of these policemen were 
unsuccessful, for there was too strong and 
unanimous a sentiment and too deep a feeling 
to allow with patience such an outrage upon 
public decency to be perpetrated. At least 
two of those who were foremost in the work 
of creating disturbances were jerked out of 
the hall in a twinkling by ready-haaded volun- 
teers for the occasion. Mike Ward, a printer 
in Rand & MeNally's shop, was removed, and 80 
was Tim Lawier, a brother-in-law of Ald. Cul- 
jerton. Both these men were filled with fealty 
to the Democratic party and Halsted street 
whisky, and were urged on by the gang 
pehiad them. There were several disturb- 
ances in the back part of the hall 
and the lobby, but nothing occurred 
of a serious nature. The meeting 
was called to order by Bernard Curtis, a Board 
of Trade man, and a life-long Democrat. The 
yeading of the list of Vice-Presidents caused 
applause at the mention of each well-known 
name. The mention of the names of Blaine, 
Logan, or Oglesby by a speaker was the signal 
for long-coutinued and enthusiastic applause. 
Several times the mention of the name of 
Carter Harrison was greeted with groans and 
hisses. Nearly every sentenceof the speakers 
was either hissed or applauded. As the even- 
ing wore away the Lawler ganz got tired and 
withdrew, very much to the satisfaction of the 
rest of the assembly. Once there was a call in 
the rear of the hall for three cheers for 
Cleveland and Hendricks. It was weakly re- 
sponded to.

THE DEMOCRATIC CARCASS, 


In 1872 the leaders of the Democratie party 
proclaimed it dead, and the high priest per- 
formed the last sad funeral rmtes, but in 1876, 
under the leadershfp of a master mind, it be- 
came, as it were resuscitated. Under the cry 
of “Tilden and Reform” |applause| the old 
sentinels of the party came forth as if from 
the grave and marshaied the forces in battle 
array.

PUGILISTS IN LIMBO. 


Participants in the Recent Chandler- 
Files Prize Fight Served with War- 
ranis. 

Considerable trepidation was experienced by 
cértain ad¥ocates of pugilism when the well- 
founded rumor reached them last night that 
several participants of the recent Chandler- 
Files giove contest had been arrested. The 
police claim that the promoters of the fight 
violated a compact relating to the location of 
the ring. Certain it is that the affair was con- 
ducted so much on the sly that the police, 
though they knew the encounter was in the 
prospective, only became aware that the fight 
had occurred some nours after all was con- 
cluded. Then atter all excitement had subgided 
the dest Mayor's’ emissaries began circu- 
lating among certain suspected sporting peopie 
and from them ascertained sufficient to justly 
them in securing warrants for the arrest of 
nine persons. John Files, one of the princi- 
pals, was the first arrested. He was taken to 
the Desplaines Street Station. Tom Chandler, 
the victor in the fignt, heard of the fate of his 
vanquished opponent. Meeting two detectives 
on the street, he said he had beard of Files’ ar- 
rest, and wondered when his time would come. 
Then he was shown the warrant for his arrest, 
and he joined Files. These two were booked 
under the statutory provision that makes par- 
ticipating in a prize fight a criminal offense. 
George Kent, Patrick Fallon, Eddie Dorney, 
James Dalton, James Kearney, and Charles 
Walters were soon after lodged in the station 
charged with witnessing a prize fight. All se- 
cured bail of $1,000 each. There is also a war- 
rant out against Jere Dunn. 


THE SCOTTISH HERRING FISHERY. 

London Saturday Review: A few years ago 
300 boats sufficed fur all herring fishery 
on the east coast of Scotland; now 2,000 
cannot accomplish the whoie task. Im- 
mense quantities of fish, we are told, have 
been laid on the land as manure or returned to 
the water. The ways of the herring are a mys- 
tery, and it has yet to be seen whether Mr. J. 
D. Dougall has in any degree solved the dif- 
fleulty. The return of the fish to the sea after 
capture and the escape or loss of fish caught 
in wide-meshed nets would seem to bim the 
reason for the fickleness of the herring. It 
is, he says, a very delicate animal. It is easily 
killed; and when surrounded by a circular net 
a shoat of herrings is so crushed that numbers 
not caught in the meshes fall to the bottom 
dead. This is Mr. Dougall’s theory; for, in 
his opinion, no herring will for years go near 
the fatal spot. He adduces the case of Loch 
Fyne. The Loch Fyne berring is the best in 
the world. He is famous everywhere, and in 
Scotland is known as the Glasgow Alderman,”’ 
though there are no aldermen in Glasgow. For 
years Loch Fyne abounded in herrings; but 
now for years they have been scarce. Mr. 
Dougall asserts that the old and sate way of 
taking herrings was by hanging nets, which 
were shot at night and remained till morning. 
A herring will not go into a net in daylight. 
When the net is lifted every fish is alive, cauebt 
by the neck ina mesh. When he feels the up- 
ward motion he, strange to say, assists it, and 
a net filled with living fish is easily pulled up, 
when one full of dead fish would be too heavy 
for the boats. The moment the net comes to 
the surface the herrings die, but they are then 
secure. Ino the more modern system of fishing 
with the circular net the herrings are inclosed, 
not caught. The net bemg tightened round 
them to insure capture, they are crushed into 
a mass, and under slight pressure the fish die. 
If the net is very full, the fishermen may fail 
to get them into the boats, andthe net will 
either give way and fall to the bottom, or the 
fishermen will cut the ropes and let all go. The 
place where this happeas becomes taboo 
to future shoals. 


CARL SCHURZ 
He Talks to the Germans of Mu- 


waukee on the Present Po- 
litical Issues. 


His Remarks Frequently Interrupted 
by Bursts of Applause and 
Hisses, 

And His Attack on Blaine Promptly 
Answered by a Patriotic Oit- 


en. 


AT MILWAUKEE. 

TALKING IN GERMAN TO AN AUDTEXCE or 
REPUBLICANS, DEMOCRATS, AND INDEPEND- 
ENTS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 6.—[Special.|—In ac- 
cordance with the invitation extended by the 
Independent Germans of this city and State, 
Carl Schurz came here today and ad- 
dressed a meeting held at Schlitz Park 
tonight. He reached the city this after 
noon accompanied by a large number of Ger- 
mans who, as a committee of reception, 
went down to Chicago to moet him. The Dem- 
ocratic party officials had nothing openly to do 
with the demonstration of the day and even- 
Ing, though a few leading Democrats, incluil- 
ing Col. W. F. Vilas of Madison, called upon 
him during the afternoon. He made his bead- 
quarters at the St. Charlies Hotel. He was 
much fatigued with his journey and retired to 
his room at once, but the hotel was filled with 
callers, and he was forced to greet his old 
friends. It was known that Mr. Schurz's 
speech was to be in German, and thousands 
who otherwise would have gone to the park 
remained away. But as it was, long before 
the time for the meeting to open the pavilion 
was filled with people. The seating capacity of 
the pavilion is about 2,700, but nearly 4,500 
people crowded into it. Mr. Hermann Sigel, 
editor of the Milwaukee Freie Presse, presided. 
ASKING KNOTTY QUESTIONS OF THE ORATOR. 

When it was announced several days ago that 
Mr. Schurz would come a number of the gen- 
tlemen who signed the recent reply to the 
Brooklyn speech united in a request that in- 
stead of simply having a speech from Mr. 
Schurz a joint debate should be had between 
him and some of their number. The commit- 
tee in charge of the arrangements for the dem- 
onstration agreed to leave the matter to Mr. 
Schurz. Before the meeting began tonight it 
was agreed that, though no attempt should 
be made to turn the proceedings into a formal 
joint discussion, Mr. Schurz should submit 
to interruption and questions, at the hands of 
the signers of the reply to the Brooklyn speech. 
Mr. Joseph Brucker, German Secretary of the 
Republican State Pentral Committee, United 
States Marshal Fink, Mr. Paul Brestner, and a 
number of other signers of the reply seated 
themselves ina group at the right of the pre- 
siding officers, and from time to time Mr. 
Brucker interrupted with questions and brief 
arguments against points attempted to be 
made by Mr. Schurz. 

At ten minutes past 8 o'clock Mr. Siegel called 
the meeting to order and made a brief speech 
congratulating the audience on the fact that 
so many of Mr. Schurz’s friends had come out, 
Mr. Schurz's appearance was greeted with 
cheering. He began with a reference to his 
early experience in this city and State, and ex- 
pressed gratitude’ that he was able to stand 
onde more among the friends with 
whom he lived and labored in the 
days of his early life in America. From this he 
passed to a discussion of the special questions 
of the hour to which be was expected to give 
his attention. He referred to the reply malle 
by Mr. Brucker to his Brooklyn speech, and 
said that as he progressed with his speech to- 
night he would welcome any proper questions 
from the signers of that reply, and would chal- 
lenge any one present to disprove the truth of 
the statements he should ,make. From 
this point to the close, the meet- 
ing was one of the most unique 
demonstrations in the history of politics. The 
crowd was in the best of humor, and the affair 
at times took a social turn. Mr. Brucker kept 
up a fire of questions, and United States 
Marshal Fink and Prof. Luening occasionally 

“took a hand in the proceedings. While 
these gentiemen talked and questioned, Mr. 
Schurz sat iu an easy position on the rail sur- 
rounding the platform, swinging his legs back 
and forth. A few men and boys, impatient 
when Mr. Brucker made his interruptions 
longer than they desired, interrupted the pro- 
ceedings with hisses and cries of “Shut up,“ 
etc.; but on the whole the best of feeling was 
preserved, and the meeting was much more 
orderly than is usually the case where such a 
mixed audience is gathered. 
THE SAME OLD STORY. 


In all its leading and more important features 
and points the speech was a repetition of the 
Brooklyn speech—a bitter attack on the cha 
acter of Mr. Blaine. The text was the Litt 
Rock Railroad business and the Mulligan let- 
ters. Mr. Schurz gave his views upon those 
subjects, drew a picture of Blaine as a most 
corrupt politician, and adjured his hearers not 
to vote for such aman. He took up the reply 
which. Mr. Brucker had prepared to 
the Brooklyn speech, and dissect- 
ed it, point by point. In reply to 
the intimations that his friends had had occa- 
sion, in times past, to apologize for and defend 
him against questionable conduct on his part, 
he protested that after twenty-five years ot 
public service he stooa before this audience 
and before the American people with clean 
hands. The intimations against him contained 
in the paper which he held iv his hands he 
characterized as unworthy of the fifty men 
who had signed that paper and not deserving 
attention at the hands of a man unjustly ac- 
cused. 

KNOCKED OUT BY MR. BECHTNER. 

He turned the batteries of abuse upon the 
fifty signers of the reply. Some of them he 
singled out by name. One of them, Mr. Paul 
Bechtner, a prominent merchant and President 
or the Board of School Commissioners, rose 
and asked permission to speak. Mr. Schurz, 
holding in his hand the printed reply to the 
Brooklyn speech, charged that Mr. Bechtner, 
by signing that document, had as an official of 
the public-school system taught the chiidrenof 
the community to follow the example of a 
corrupt man who had prostituted a high office 
for personal gain. Mr, Bechtner advanced to 
the front of the platform and, confronting Mr. 
Schurz, told that gentieman and the audience 
that there were other men in the Nation who 
stood as high in public esteem as Mr. Schurz, 
whose abilities were as great and whose lives 
were as pure as his, and who had equally good 
chance with him to judge of the merits of the 
whole case and who betieved Mr. Blaine gullt- 
less of the gross charges which Schurz had made. 
[Cheers.] The people of America believed in 
those men and in their judgment as much as, 
and, he believed, more than, in Mr. Schurz and 
his views. [Cheers.] For bimeelf, if ne be- 
lieved as Mr. Schurz claimed to believe, in the 
corruption of James 0. Blaine, he would not 
vote tor him. [Bravo! bravo!] But believing 
in the honesty and the ability of the standard- 
pearer of the Republican party, he should vote 
for him. [Great cheering.) And if that stand-

Mr. Schurz expressed much satisfaction with 
the progress of the Independent movement in 
the East, claiming that it was growing in 
strength and earnestness every day. The 
movement, he said, had not yet assumed 
a positive form in the West, although 
the elements were at hand and simply needed 
organization to put them into working shape, 
It was for this object that Mr. Wright nad come 
to Chicago to infuse spirit into the disaffected 
Republicans in this vicinity and to urge them 
to make themselves a factor in the election by 
speedy and thorough organization. Mr. Schurz 
thought the German defection from the Re- 
publican party would be very large throughout 
the country, probably reaching as high 
as 70 per cent of the German Ke 
publican vote. The Germans were slow 


and deliberate in such matters, but when they | 


once began to move the result was certain. 
They were not the kind of men who, when dis- 
pleased with a nomination, could be whipped 
back into line on election day. It was certain 
that they were looking toward Cleveland and 
the feeling would grow in intensity. While 
these facts ought to assure the defeat of 
Blaine. yet Mr. Schurz was not prepared to 
predict this result, because he said other in- 
fluences were at work to partly neutralize their 
effect.

FATHER BAPBST. 


A False Statement by Congressman 
Collins Promptly Disposed Of. 

New York, Aug. 20.—[Editor New York 
Tribune.|—In the account of the meeting of 
Irish citizens in the Academy of Music last 
night, published in this day’s issue of the 
Herald, one of the speakers, Congressman P. 
A. Collins of Boston, is reported fo have made

‘Mr. Biaine: 


Thirty years ago James G. Blaine turned up in 
Augusta, Me., and adopted a fashionable religion. 
A good friend of mine, Father John Bapbst, was 
tarred and feathered there, and,1 believe, ridden 
Oha ral. The Kennebec Journal, Mr. Blaine’s pa- 
per, instead of denouncing the outrage, said there 
was great provocation for it. The only provoca- 
tion for it was father Bapbet performed the 
holy offices of on different from that prac- 
ticed by the re and editors of that paper. 

Now, if all the other statements made by the 
rest of the speakers at that mecting last night, 
and by the Democrats throughout the country, 
about Mr. Blaine are as maliciously false as the 


above, then the sooner the American people 
elect Mr. Blaine President of the United States 
the better, and the safer will the country be. 
At the time of the occurrence alluded to I was 
a resident of Bangor, and the Rev. Father 
Bapbst was my pastor, baving his residence in 
that city, which was the centre of what might 
be called his parish. He was in the habit of 
going from there at stated periods to the small 
settlements where he had missions established 
along the Penobscot and Union Rivers, for the 
purpose of exercising the offices and rites of 
their religion for the benefit of the Catholics of 
those sparsely-settied districts. Elisworth, on 
the latter river, was then a small, 
dusty, dingy lumbering village, about 
twenty-six miles eoutheast from Bangor 
and about sixty-five miles north- 
east from Augusta, the nome of Mr. Blaine. 
Father Bapbst had a small church at Elis- 
worth; and it was there, and not at Augusta, 
sixty-five miles away, that the outrage referred 
to was committed. What was the character 
of the bulk of the population of Elisworth at 
that time? They were chiefly iumbermen and 
ship-carpenters from tne neighboring Prov- 
inces of Canadaand New Brunswick, mostly 
from the latter province. The ship-carpenters 
were the principal actors and ringleaders 
there. And who were those the ship-carpenters? 
They were Orangemen from New Brunswick, 
and not Americans or citizens of the United 
States. And how do I know this? Because I 
learned it from Father Bapbst's own lips the 
very next morning at his residence on Ham- 
mond street, at the old Catholie Church, 
where, with my arms around his neck, I wept 
like a child, for he was mort than a friend 
and he had often taken meas his companion 
on many a sick call and other priestly mis- 
sions of charity, and I loved him and he loved 
me. 

How was it that the respectable Americans 
ot the place permitted such an ouirage with- 
out interfering? They would not permit it, 
but the miscreants who did the deed came by 
stealth, at the dead hour of night, and on the 
darkest night, and during the most terrible 
rain-storm ever known before or since in that 
region. Col. Blavk, one of the respectable res- 
idents of the place, who by some chance came 
to hear of it, got out in the peiting storm and 
reached phe little church just as they were 
about to Break into and burn it. That gallant 
soldier and gentleman, who represented the 
real American sentiment of the place, set his 
back against the door, faced the villains and 
told them that they could d it over his dead 
body only, and thus saved the church. What 
did the people of Maine do in condemnation 
ot so cruel an outrage? A universal feeling of 
indignation was awakened throughout the 
State, and the people in many of the towns, 
especially at Bangor, held indignation-meetings 
and denounced the dastardly deed. The peo- 
ple of Bangor, moreover, the second city in the 
State of importance, the home of Father 
Bapbst, where be was highly esteemed by all 
classes, did not know how they could do enough 
to make reparation to him. Accordingly, upon 
an occasion appointed for that purpose, they 
presented him with a valuable and beautiful 
gold watch and other articles to take the place 
of those stolen from his person oy the Orange- 
men; and a few years afterward, when for

Ido not know 
whether my dear friend, Father Bapbst, is still 
living. I know be would be deeply grieved at 
hearing that any one claiming friendship witb 
him bad been guilty of so intamous à slander 
against a whole people, among whom he was 
held in such high honor and esteem. I venture 
to say that the Congressman who perpetrated 
that outrage last evening at the Academy of 
Music was not only nota personal friend of 
Father Bapbst, as he said, but that Father 
Bapbst never knew him.

MAINE. 
GOV. ROBIE’S MAJORITY TOMORROW ESTIMATED 
AT ABOUT 10,000. 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 6.—({Special.]—The 
final canvass for the vote of Monday has been 
completed, and the returns show that the State 
will give Gov. Robie 11,000 majority and a 
probable plurality of 15,000. These figures 
are made up by counting all doubtful voters 
with the opposition, and not giving credit to the 
fact that the Republicans will secure a good 
proportion of these voters. As it usually hap- 
pens that the canvass shows a larger number 
of voters in town than the check lists 
show have voted on eiection-day, an esti- 
mate of 11,000 under the circumstances. is 
conservative and probably very nearly cor- 
rect. The animated contest of two years ago 
to see whether Gov. Plaisted should havea 
sccond term as fusion Governor or the Hon. 
Frederick Kobie be his successor and the honor 
ofthe State vindicated caused a bigh-water 
mark to be reached by the Kepublican yote for 
an off year. It is, however, consid that 
there were the usual number of changes, and 
that the 9,234 increase in the total vote over 1880 
was not caused by all the Democrats staying at 
home, so that these figures are not counted upon 
this year as & contingent vote that can be 
drawn upon by the opposition in order to give 
them a victory or to decrease the Republican 
majority. The natural increase of the vote of 
this State is about 2,000 annually, of which 
neither party could claim more than one-half, 
go that the expected majority of Gov. Robie 
will result from a change of over 1,000 from 
the opposition to the Republican column. In 
November Blaine will poll a considerably 
Jarger majority than Robie will next Monday, 
despite the earnest attempts that have been 
made to have ail his friends support the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor.

THE RUSSIAN FORESTS. 


How They Are Utilized in Manufact- 
ures and Commerce. 

London Times; Few countries can show a 
better utilization of forest products than Rus- 
sia, and particularly in the furnishing of in- 
dustrial employment to the peasantry. Car- 
riage and cart building forms an important 
item in woodwork, giving occupation to at 
least 530 villages, particularly in the Govern- 
ments of Nijni-Noygorod, Viattka, Kazan, Mos- 
cow, Riasan, Viadimir, Jaroslav, Tula, and 
Kaluga. The annuai production in the Govern- 
ment of Moscow is 116,000 roubles, the wheels 
alone in that of Ekaterinburg amounting to the 
value of 145,000 roubles per annum. It is a 
singular fact, however, that a vehicle is rarely, 
if ever, finished on the spot where it was be- 
gun. one Village providing the spokes, another 
the boxes, while the third will make the body. 
The manufacture of woodon spoons is on a 
large scale, about 126,000,000 being turned out 
every year. The same subdivision of labor is 
seen in this cage,one workman cutting the 
wood into lengths, another shaping the spoon 
in the rough, a third hollowing it out, and a 
fourth varnishing it. The spoons are usually 
made of birch and poplar, or boxwood for the 
most expensive, the average price per 1,000 
being from six to eight roubles. Some 3,200 
cubic fathoms of wood ure annually cut up 
into spoons, one ¢ubic fathom making about 
4.000. They are exported in great numbers 
via Irbit to Khiva, and via Astrakhan, to Per- 
sia. The Government of Kazan is noted for 
producing the majority of the donga or 
yokes, which are made of elm and willow. Of 
these atamily that includes three workmen 
will produce from 700 to 1,000 in the course of 
the winter. The frames, however, which are 
made of birch and jnaple,come from Kaluga, and 
are sent tothe marketatKursk. The alder tree 
yields the dye with which the barness is stained. 
Combs for weavers are a speciality of a place 
called Jegorieffalow, in the Government of 
Riazan, and are produced at the rate of 500,000 
a year, the reeds being bought in the south, 
and the metal work at Moscow. The spinning- 
. wheels, however, all come from the Govern- 
| ment of Jaroslav. A place called Swenigrod, 
in Moscow Government, supplies veneered and 
inisid furniture and parquets, while Witaka, 
Kostroma, Vladimir, and Novgorod make the 
lacquered furniture peculiar to the Empire. 
Tula ptovides cancertinag to the amount of 
250,000 per annum, and in Viatka Government 
are also made organs and violins. In the same 
locality are grown great numbers of lime trees, 
the bark of which is turned into bast for mat- 
ting and sacks, as also for making bast shoes 
to the extent of 100,000,000 per annuam. The

Impressive Ceremonies at Providence at 


the Funeral of Senator An- 
thony. 


An Order from the Treasury Department Con- 


cerning Secretary Folger’s Ob- 
sequles. 


SENATOR ANTHONY. 
THE FATHER OF THE SENATE. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept, 6. — [Special.] — 
Rarely if ever has there been such a gathering 
of civic, State, and National dignitaries within 
the borders of this State as that in the ancient 
edifice of the First Unitarian Society of Ben- 
efit street in this city this noon. The occasion 
was the funeral of the Father of the Senate, 
who had been a member of the Upper House 
for more than a quarter of a century. Within 
the walls of the oid church were congregated 
the President and Vice-President of the United 
States; Attorney-General Brewster; a dozen 
United States Senators, including the 
brilliant Bayard, the scholarly Hoar, 
and the celebrated M.C. Butler: numerous 
Congressmen of note; Gov. Bourne of this State, 
and many ex-Governors; the Minister of the 
Russian Czar to the Republican Court of Wast.- 
ington; Gen. N. P. Banks, United States Mar- 
shal for Massachusetts, whose white head and 
young-looking face made him the observed of 
nil observers; Maj. Ben: Perley Poore, the life- 
long friend of the dead Senator; ex-Senator 
William Sprague, once considered a greater 
man than Anthony; the faculty of 
Brown University; the Judges of 
the Supreme Court; the members 
of the State and City Governments, and repre- 
sentatives from the Governments of other 
States, besides many persons of note in private 
life. That so many distinguished persons 
should have attended the funeral of a civilian 
who was never mentioned for the Presi- 
dency shows that Peace hath her victories no 
less renowned than war. 

The arrangements for the funeral, which 
were under charge of W. P. Canaday, Sergeunt- 
at-Arms of the Senate, were so perfect that the 
body was brought into the church and the 
service begun at just the stroke of 12—the time 
appointed. As the bells rang out the hour of 
noon the casket containing the remains of the 
lamented Senator was slowly borue from his 
late residence. President Arthur entered ata 
side door, accompanied by Senator Ed- 
munds, President of the United States 
Senate, and other distinguished per- 
sons. The massive pulpit front was tastefuily 
and appropriately draped with crape, while on 
the communion table rested a beautiful cross 
of teu roses and pinks, to which was attached a 
symbolic anchor. There were other magnifi- 
cent floral offerings. The remains were met at 
the entrance by the officiating clergymen, the 
Rev. Thomas KR. Slicer, pastor of the church; 
the Rev. Augustus Woodbury, of Westminster 
church, this city, and Chap ain Huntley, of the 
United States Senate, who preceded them 
down the middie aisle, reciting the service for 
the dead, while the solemn expressive strains 
of the Dead March in Saul“ floated over the 
hushed assembly. After the casket had been 
deposited in the chancel the Kev. Mr. Wood- 
bury then delivered the funeral oration, after 
which a hymn was sung, and the benediction 
was pronounced by the Rev. Mr. Slicer. 

Then the body was taken to the hearse, fol- 
lowed by President Arthur and Vice-President 
Edmunds as chief mourners, and the friends of 
the family, the Scnatorial committee, the other 
dignitaries, the Journal empioyés, the Provi- 
dence Press Club, and others. There were 
above eighty carriages in the cortége which 
followed the hearse to Swan Point Cemetery, 
where the service was read by Chaplain Hunt- 
ley. On returning to the city President Arthur, 
Senator cumunds, and the Senatorial commit 
tee lunched with Col. Wiiliamt Goddard, the 
millionaire. Then the President boarded the 
Dispatch and returned to Newport. He will go 
from there to Geneva, N. Y., where he attends 
Secretary Folger's funeral next Tuesday. 

During the funeral Sunday-quiet prevailed 
in the central part of the city, many of the 
largest business houses being closed during the 
hours of the funeral. Emblems of sorrow 
were displayed from many shops in various 
parts of the city. 


JUDGE FOLGER. 
AN ORDER FROM THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 6.—Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Coon today issued the fol- 
lowing orders to officers of the customs, Assist- 
ant Treasurers of the United States, and all 
other officers of the Treasury Department: 


Notice is hereby given that the funeral of 
the Hon. Charies J. Foiger, late Secrctary of 
the Treasury, will take place at 2 o'clock p. m.

Acting Secretary Coon will be unable 
to attend, as his duties as head of the depart- 
meut cannot be delegated. 

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL. 

GENEVA, N. V., Sept. 6.—[Special.]}—The cit- 
izens here are making very extensive prepara- 
tions for the funeral of Secretary Folger Tues- 
day afternoon. A large meeting of citizens 
was held in Linden Hal here this morning, and 
resolutions of respect for the memory of the 
deceased townsman were passed. Committees 
were appointed to confer with the Common 
Council in preparing for the entertainment of 
the distinguished guests from abroad at the 
Secretary's funeral, The meetings of these 
cummittees will occur Monday worning, when 
final arrangements for the funeral will be 
made. All of the civic organizations in Geneva 
will probably take part in the obsequies. It 
has been decided that the funeral services 
will take place in the First Presby- 
terian Church, of which the Secretary was 
a member for many years. in the 
absence of the regular pastor the funeral ser- 
mon will be preached by the Rev. A. J. Upson 
of the Aubürn Theological Seminary. He had 
been an intimate friend of the Secretary for 
thirty years. The interment will be made in 
the family lot at Gienwood Cemetery, where 
the wile and sister of the Secretary are buried. 
The pall-bearers bave not yet been selected. 
Several close friends of the Secretary's tamily 
are desirous that they should be chosen from 
Mr. Folger's associates on the Court of Appeals 
Bench, but others state that they will probably 
be from among his friends in Geneva. The 
Secretary's remains will not be em- 
balmed. They are in good condition and 
will remain so until the funeral. They will not 
be exposed to view except to intimate friends 
and relatives. Misses Susan and Jennie Folger, 
daughters of the Secretary, arrived home this 
evening from the Adirondack Mountains. 

President Arthur is expected to arrive Tues- 
day morning. He will probably be entertained 
at the home of Senator Hammond, Seerctaries 
Frelinghuysen and Gresham will be entertained 
at the Hon. W. W. Wright's. It has been 
stated here this evening that Gov. Cleveland 
will attend the funeral, coming here from El- 
mira Monday evening.

THE FATE OF MARSHAL NEY. 
Letter to London Times: The death of the Duke 
of Wellington enables me to write what may in- 


terest your readers. No one can wish to re- 


call the wretched last chapter of a life of ro- 
mantic courage and consummate skill,. nor the 
bitter controversy that followed the execution 
of Marshal Ney. His apparent want of judg- 
mentin repudiating the jurisdiction of the 
military court, of which four out of seven 
members were his brother Marshals, and pre- 
ferring the irresponsible Chamber of Peers 
swayed by violent political passion, led him to 
his grave. The pathetic words of his ehival- 
rous and sagacious advocate, Berryer, are 
not forgotten: My poor friend, you would 
bave it so!“ The late Duke of Wellington twice 
told me that his rather did bis utmost privately 
to save the life of Marshal Ney; and that it 
was wholly in consequence of the absolute re- 
fusal of the King of France’s Ministers to ad- 
vise him to grant the Duke's request that he, as 
a matter of duty, abstained from publicly ask- 
ing of Louis XVIII. this favor. The Duke gave 
me liberty to make this public after his death, 
and I think it right to do so. The late Quentin 
Dick, a member of the Parliament of Ireland 
and the United Kingdom, saw Marshal Ney 
shot, and related to me the facts. The Marshal 
was brought from the Luxembourg Palace in 
a fiacre, accompanied by a Commussary and 
two sub-officers of police. He wore a dark- 
colored surtout, dark pantaloons, white 
neckcloth, and round bat with crape; 
he was in mourning for his father-in-law. On 
bis leaving the coach the pickets at the gate of 
the Luxembourg Gardens close by were beck- 
oned to the spot; the men loaded and fired, 
the Marshal fell on his face, and his body was 
replaced in the coach within three minutes of 
bis quitting it—almost before the nurses and 
children, the only spectators, could assemble. 
The official account ditfers in sume respects. 
The statemept that the corpse remained fora 
quarter of an hour in a public highway bears 
its owns contradiction. So unreal does the 
history seem that one cannot be surprised at 
the belief held by some that the man who bore 
a name very like Ney's, who lived and died ob- 
scurely in North America, having exclaimed, 
on the death of the Duke of Reichstadt. Then 
my last hope is gone.“ was the Prince of the 
Moskowa, spared secretly at the intercession 
of the Duke of Wellington. 


SAVED BY UMBRELLAS. 


How an American Frigate Escaped’ 
from a British Flect in 1812. 

I have before me a copy (or part of one) of 
Harper's Weekly of Dec. 31, 1881, giving a 
sketch of the escape of the frigate Constitution 
from a fleet of English men of war in July, 
1812, writes a correspondent to the Lawrence 
American. When a small boy I heard the es- 
cape of the Constitution was by means of 
umbrellas, but I never knew in what way un- 
til Mr. Woodwell told me the following History. 
I was well acquainted with Mr. Gideon Wood- 
well of Newburyport Mass.—who was a ship- 
carpenter at the time of the chase on board 
of the Constitution—and as far back as, 1828 to 
1834 Mr. Woodwell and the writer of this were 
at work alongside of each other on three or four 
different vessels in Newburyport, and at that 
time Mr. Wooawell related the history of the 
escape of that Ship. When the Guerriere and 
those other ships were first sighted, Capt. Hull 
was well satisfied they were not Americans. 
He held a littie consultation with his officers, 
and it was decided to get ready at once in case 
of emergency. Capt. Hull was satisfied if they 
were English ships of war every boat would 
be sent to the nearest frigate to help her up to 
cripple the Constitution, 

Mr. Woodwell says: We had a numberof 
white oak sticks of timber, from twelve to 
sixteen feet long, from sixto eight inches 
square, then in the lower hold of the ship. The 
boatswain was ordered to have themon deck; 
the carpenters went to work, four of the stieks 
were reduced to three and one half inches at 
the small endand five atthe other; in the 
upper or small end of the stick a hole was put 
through to receivea line, and the same in the 
butt or large end. The sail-makers were set 
to work with some of the men who could 
handle the needie, and a covering of canvas 
in the shape of an umbrella was soon finished, 
from twelve to thirteen feet long. and from 
twenty-five to twenty-four feet across, and 
some small spars were reduced to about three 
or three and a halt inches, and cut the required 
lengta, and four of these sticks were put into 
each canvas. The upper or forward end of 
these sticks was beld together by a lanyard, 
and the after end was stoped to the canvas 
with a lanyard rope through and made fast 
at the buttend of the stick. (These sticks 
were made fastto the canvas only at the 
after end. In warping the ship, the canvas 
would have a full sweep or circle, while the 
sticks would remain straight.) Instead of sticks, 
lanyards made fast in the bolt rope and at the 
butt end of the stick. The next morning, as 
soon as Capt. Hull saw all the boats sent to 
heip the Shannon up, (the nearest Englisir 
frigate), four boats were dropped from the 
Constitution and pulling under her bows from 
eight to ten fathoms ot line paid down to each 
boat, one end made fast toa ringbolt in the 
stern ot the boat, the other end fast to the 
torward end of the umbrella. The umbrella 
was dropped into the water with a line fast to 
the butt or after end. Then came the word, 
‘Give away boys.’ In pulling from the ship the 
umbrella would shut up, and in pulling on 
board the umbrella would open. The lines 
fast to the umbrella were from eighty to 100 
fathoms in length. By this arrangement but 
one boat was pulling from the ship at the 
same time, and in warping the ship each boat's 
crew would lie on their Oars ana were always 
ready to give away when the word was given, 
and in this way the crew would warp the ship 
through the waters from five to six miles per 
hour, and with this arrangement, had it con-

Mr. Woodwell says, with all the boats 
the Shannon had, they could not make as 
much headway as the Constitution, and for 
two reasons the officers of the Shannon did 
not want to get within good gunshot of the 
Constitution while the other ships were so far 
off: one reason was that he was satisfied the 
Constitution with ber after guns would destroy 
her boats and part of the erews to each boat; 
and the second reason was thut he did not want 
to engage the Constitution alone, knowing that 
he had a powerful antagonist to contend with. 
After nearly seventy bours of very little 
variation inthe weather, a light southerly 
breeze sprang up, which brought the Constitu- 
tion to windward. The boats were dropped 
alongside, tackles hooked on, each boat lifted 
out of the water, yards braced to the wind, 
with the port tacks aboard and working to 
windward like a thing of life, decks cleared up, 
boats hoisted in, and the grips put on and made 
fast, the whole ship's crew as merry as a hive 
of bees, and looking back on the past seventy 
hours more like a pleasure excursion than one 
of danger.

Washington Star: That man won't come 
back to Congress again,“ Said one of the em- 
ployés of the House folding-room to the Star 
man the other day, pointing to the frank on 
one of a huge pile of square packages heaped 
up on the table and in one corner of the room. 

„Why so? asked the Star man. 

„Just because these things will prevent it.“ 

„What's in em? Dynamite? ” 

„ Books.“ 

„ Books?“ 

„Ves, he's sending them all through his 
district, and he'Il never come back any more, 
poor fellow! This is his first term and he has 
fallen into the delusion that the way to please 
his constituents is to send them books. They 
don’t cost him anything, and he thinks it a 
good way to buy 
stituents. He hasn't been here long enough to 
learn better.“ 

**Don't you kuow,“ he continued, assuming 
a more confidential tone, the members, 
most without exception, who have begun send- 
ing books home to their districts have been de- 
feated. It's a fact. It defeats them every 


time.”’ 

Ho is that? What are the books about?“ 
The Ster man asked. 

**’Tisn’t what's in them. The books are all 
right, except that some of them are sort of 
dry. They are the various reports, Agricult- 
ural, Interior Department, Patent Office re- 
ports, and the like; scientific works on surveys, 
geology, agriculture, and the various matters 
that have been looked into under the direction 
ot Congress and the Executive Departments, 
besides the Executive documenta, the Presi- 
dent's messages and reports upon foreign re- 
lations, commerce and thelike. O, they are 
all good enough books, as far as thut goes. 
That isn’t the thing.“ 

What is it, then? 

**Why it's just this. When a man knows 
how to do it those books can be used to an ad- 
vantage; but it won't do for him to distribute 
them loosely among his constituents. It'll de- 
feat him, sure pop. The old member, who has 
experience, will make a good selection of books 
and send them to three or four of the leading 
politicians in his district. That's all right; it 
does some good. But when the new member 
undertakes to distribute them among all his 
constituents he gets himself in trouble, He 
can't have enough to go round, and the con- 
sequence is that neighbors Smith and Thomp- 
son get jealous because neighbor Jones got 
some books and they didn't; and when it comes 
to the election they will let the member know 
that their vote is as good as Neighbor Jones’. 
See? That's the way lots of young mem- 
bers get caught. 

“There's Maginnis; he won't send out a 
book. He has the longest list of any man in 
the House. I asked him one day: ‘ Major, 
why don't you send some of your books home?’ 
»My predecessor got beat that way,’ was his 
reply, and the pile of books is still growing.”’ 

Don't any of the old members send theif 
books home?” asked the scribe. 

“QO, yes; lots of them do, but they put them 
in the hands of the politicians, and not the 
mass of voters. Yes, yes; they send off lots 
of books and seeds, and that sort of thing, but 
they wait until the end of the session and send 
out all at oue time to those who know how to 
handle them, Many, however, like Maginnis, 
pay no attention tothem. Judge Kelley never 
does, nor does Charlie O'Neill nor Bingham. 
Harmer trades his books off for seeds. Bayne 
distributes his judiciously. Brewer, of New 
Jersey chips his home in a lump and then dis- 
tributes them as he sees proper. Someof the 
members do lots of trading with their books. 
Those from the cities trade with those from the 
country, giving them the agricultural reports 
for the more valuable scientific works. Then 
some of the country members trade off all of 
their books for seeds. Some ot the members 
sell their books to second-hand dealers: 
while others buy as many as they 
can get. I know of one new member 
who spent several thousand dollars send- 
ing books and seeds to his constituents. 
He got beaten. There area number of mem- 
bers each session who spend large sums of 
money in this way. They can’t get enough 
out of the apportionment to go round in their 
districts, so they buy them. Some of the sci- 
entific works are very expensive. Powell's re- 
ports cost the Government about $17 a piece 
to publish. 0 

Some of the members,“ he added, send 
out lots of seeds, and it is said, but I don't 
know how true it is, that the confiding con- 
stituents often are deceived by their wily rep- 
resentatives, who, when they can't get enough 
seeds at Government expense, go off and buy 
a lot of cheap grass-seed, have it done up 
in small packages, and send it off as something

KILLING FISH WITH DYNAMITE 

Bushkill (Pa.) Dispatch: There are over 
fifty natural lakes in Pike County. They are 
stocked with black bass and other choice game 
fish. Lying as most ot them do in wild and 
isolated localities, the pot fisherman has 
always had the best of opportunities for fishing 
in their waters without any regard for the pro- 
visions ot the ume laws. Nets, traps, and 
other illegal means of taking large quantities 
of fish with little trouble have been used for 
years, but it remained for this season to intro- 
duce the use of dynamite in the lakes. By 
means of this one of the best of the chain of 
Pike County lakes, known to fishermen far and 
wide as Log Tavern Pond, has been almost de- 
populated of its fish. A number of sportsmen 
who visited this lake a few days ago found the 
shores lined with dead fish of all kinds and sizes. 
It was at the time supposed that the fish in the 
lake bad been attacked with some disease, but 
it bas since been learned that dynamite was ex- 
ploded in the lake on three different occasions 
early in the reason. 

It is strongly suspected that a prominent resi- 
dent and officer of the townshipin which the 
lake is situated was the person who resorted to 
the deadly explosive to fill his boats with fish.

SARDINES FROM HERRINGS. 


Growth of a Great Industry on the 
New England Coast. 

Lubec (Me.) Letter n New York Tribune: 
Though the adulteration of food of various 
kinds has become a very stale topic for discus- 
sion few persons are probably yet aware of 
the extent to which the little fish engraulus 
meletta from the coast of Sardinia is being 
supplanted by the small cuipea 80 
numerous on the cast of Maine. The 
New England herrihg deftly put up 
in plain cottonseed oil may be quite 
as appetizing as the saniine from still further 
East, once embalmed in pure hulle d’olive; but 
let not the unsophisticated purchaser of the 
attractive tin box too hastily conclude that its 
showy label, its Napole@nic head, and its French 
superscription guarantee the genuineness of 
its contents. However the strict moralist may 
now regret that the projectors did not at first 
brand their wares as the American or New 
England sardine,” the spber fact remains that 
the sardines imported from the Mediterranean 
ure rapidly becoming a tradidon; and the tor- 
tuous coasts of Maine and New Brunswick, in 
the vicinity of Passamaquoddy Bay furnish a 
substitute which in character is similar to if 
not identical with the culpea sprattus so abun- 
dant on the English coasts. 

Itis now ten years ‘since a room was fitted 
up in a store in New Yerk City for the purpose 
of trying how close an mitation of the French 
sardine could be produted. This room was for 
many weeks closed to al but the experimenter 
and the two partners of the firm. The great 
dificulty of procuring suitable and suffi- 
cient material for their purpose was 
finally overcome on discovering that at 
Eastport, Me., a small fish was used for fer- 
tilizing farm lands which seemed to be what 
they had so long and anxiously sought. The 
first canumg factory was established in East- 
port in 1876, and since then eighteen other fac- 
tories have been started there, besides eight at 
Lubec, three at Jonespért, two at Robbinston, 
and one at each of half a dozen other near-by 
places. 

To catch the fish, weirs are constructed, 
built of piles driven where the water is about 
twenty feet deep, and the space between inter- 
laced with rails and brush. An opening is left 
in the weir, through which the fish enter in 
high water, and a deep seine closes the apert- 
ure when theoweir is well filled. Before low 
water, the fishermen, with a large scoop net, 
take the tish out of the weir into their boats. 
The fish are offered for gale by the hogsheudful 
to about seventy-five boatmen employed by the 
different factories. When there has beena 
large *“‘gatch” the bidding is dull aud the 
prices are low; but when only a few of the 
weirs have been replenished the competing 
bidders become excited and a looker-on is re- 
minded of a stock exchange. Early in 1877 $1 
per hogshead was thought to be a good price; 
but in the last year $30 has been paid. Atter 
the highest bidder has Secured his stock, he 
starts his boat and hoists a signal flag to notify 
his employers that ne is on his way to their 
factory. 

The business extends from the middle of 
April to the middle of December of each year, 
and has increased from 1,500 cases of 100 cans 
each, which were all that were packed in 1877, 
to 200,000 cases, which were sent to market in 
1883. About five cents will cover the actual 
cost of converting the herrings into a box of 
palatable sardines. On reaching the factory 
wharf the fish are put igto large tanks supplied 
with salt water, to «preserve them until cut. 
From these tanks they ure taken in baskets to 
the cutting-room and placed on long tables, 
where the dexterous cutters—mostly boys and 
girls—trim off the heads and draw the intes- 
tines with one movement of their knives. The 
experts in this cutting work with such celerity 
as to finish seventy-five in one minute. 

Each cutter bas a box which, when filled, is 
passed to the foreman, and the cutter receives 
a tin ticket on whirh is §tamped the amount to 
be paid. The earnings of these juvenile cut- 
ters vary from $8 to $16 per week. The 
picklmg of the fish is merely putting them in 
tubs and thoroughly saliing them, after which 
they receive several washings and are then 
placed in fixt baskets, When, after being per- 
fectly drained, they are passed into the flaking 


room. 

The flakes are wire trays about two by three 
feet in size. The — is performed by wom- 
en. The fish are spread in a single layer on the 
flake to avoid contact while baking. When a 
flake is full it ig moved to a rack in front of 
the oven. The oven is fitted with ten revolv- 
ing frames or skeletons, which altogether hold 
forty flakes. The man who works the oven 
takes each flake from the rack and places it on 
a revolving frame. By this time the last frame 
is filled the flakes on the first one are sum- 
ciently baked. On the removal of these to the 
racks they are immediately replaced by other 
fiakes of fresh üs s. 

From-the racks men take tho baked 8 
the packing-tables, where women ass 
pack them in tin boxes, from the smallest 
variety to the largest pa in an oval can 
and henceforth to ber known as sea-trout. ¢

STELLMAOHER. 


A Curious Phenomenon in the History 


of Crime. 
New York Evening Post: Hermann Stell- 


macher, who in June last was sentenced by the 
Verdict of a Vienna jury to death on the gal- 
lows for several murders and was hariged a 


few days ago, is 4 most curious: phenomenon 
He confessed himself 
guilty of one premeditated murder; he was 


_ convicted by a long chain of irrefragrablie cir- 
‘cumstantial evidence of a leading part in a 
much more atrocious triple murder, his vic- 


tims being too innbeent boys of tender age; 


he was, in the confessions of Anton Kammer- 


‘er, his principal associate, who is now on 
trial by a § military tribunal, declared 
an actor in otheer deeds of 
the same character; he was repeatedly 
guilty of robbery. Yet he committed his crimes 
mainly if not entirely in the interests of So- 
clalism and anarchy, his object being the pro- 
‘curing of means for the aparchical conspiracy 
and propaganda and the speading of terror 
among the upholders ot order. Almost all bis 
attention and labor seems to have been de- 
, voted to the underground struggle with law 
and property. He evinced some feeling 
‘of honor in defending himself and con, 
. siderable fortitude in facing the gullowas, 
and died apparently in the belief that he was a 
victim of society, as now unnaturally consti- 
tuted, and a martyr in the cause of universal 
justice. His story, with its ramifications, is a 
warning revelation of the monstrous abuormity 
of thought ana practice, to which the theories 
ot anarchism are apt to lead the more bard- 
ened and passionate of its devotees. As such 
it is worth telling bere in brief. 

In June, 1883, Stellmacher ana Kammerer 
met for the first time at. Zürich. They bad pre- 
viously corresponded with each other, the 
former being cnief manager of the Freiheit 
newspaper, then published in Switzerland, and 
the latter an officer of a laborers’ association. 
Stellmacher was then nearly 30 years of age, 
married, and father of two children. He 
was a native of Prussian Silesia, a 
shoemaker by trade, an ex-soldier both 
of the Prussian and thc Saxon armies, 
‘and tor seven years established in Switzer- 
land. In the autumn of 1883 the first numover 
of a new Anarchist journal, the Rebel, pub- 
‘lished urgent appeals to the faithful to do all 
in their power to |procure means for the good 
work. Stellmacher and Kammerer resolved to 
act. Oct. 20 they met again at Basel, and were 
there joined by a third worker. They left for 
Strassburg, arrivmg the 22d, and agreed on 
robbing an apothecary's store in order to get 
sume drugs and peison needed for tboir 
schemes. After midnight they approached the 
door of the druggist Linbart. Stellmacher 
rang the bell and asked for a powerful narcotic, 
Linhart refused to prepare it, whereupon Kam- 
merer entered and dealt bim a blow with an 
iron instrument. e druggist fought desper- 
ately for his life, butin vain. The Socialists 


left in haste, with little booty, and suc- 
ceeded in returning to Switzerland in 
safety, planning a new exploit. Schaff- 


‘hausen was chosen as the starting, and Stutt- 
gurt as the objective, point of the expe- 
dition, in which they were joined by Michael 
Kumitsch, an agent of the Freiheit and Rebel in 
St. Gall. A banker, Heilbronner. was select- 
ed as a victim, and the deed executed early in 
tho evening of Nov. 21. Heilbronner anda 
visitor, Oettinger, were stunned by blows on 
the bead with iead-filled hammers, receiving 
ghastly though fortunately not fatal wounds, 
and the aseailants escaped with money and 
bonds amounting to 17,000 marks. Kumitsch, 
who had come from St. Gall armed with a re- 
volver and explosives, was tracked to Pforz- 
heim, and arrested after a desperate resistance. 
The other three made good their escape. 

Stellmacher and Kammerer now determined 
to transfer their operations to Austria, the lat- 
ter going there early in December. The 15th 
of that month Franz Hlubek, a police official 
who bad attended socialistic gatherings in con- 
formity with the law on meetings, was mur- 
‘dered at Floridsdorf, a suburb of Vienna. 
Kammerer, whose days are now numbered, is 
asserted on good authority to have confessed 
himself the pérpetrator of this deed. Money 
was again wanted, and the Stuttgart experi- 
ment was to be repeated. Kammerer recon- 
noitred a number of exchange offices, and 
‘the choice fell upon that of Heinrich 
Eisert, in the much-frequented Mariahilfer- 
strasse, Stellmacher, informed of the scheme, 

hastened to join Kammerer in company with 
the third actor in the Strassburg murder. 
They arrived in Vienna Jan. 7, 1884. Jan. 10 
murderous weapons were bought, and the 
work carried out between 6 and 7 o'clock in the 
evening. Kammerer was the first to enter the 
office, asked tor change for rubies, and after 
a few words threw a bladder fiiled with 
sand into Eisert's eyes, and dealt him, 
while the latter tried to save himself, 
blow after blow. of which he died twelve 
days later. The Socialists had resolved 
to slay any person to be tound in their way, 
and Stellmacher. who had in the meantime eu- 
tered the place, accordingly struck deadly blows 
on the neads of Eigert’s two boys, aged 11 and 
9, and fractured the skuil of their governess, a 
lady of 65. Cash and stocks to the amouat of 
7,500 florins were sucoessfully carried off. The 
stocks were sbut to Pesth, to Arnim Prager, 
editor of the Radical newspaper, and the ncney 
realized in exchange was used partly for the 
support of families of imprisoned Socialists 
and partly for that of the Anarchist press. 
Kammerer left for Switzerland in the middle of 
January, but returned in February to Vienna, 
and thence went to Pesth to concert further 
action with his friends. 

_ Early the morning of Jan. 25 Ferdinand 
Blöch, a police-agent of the District of Florids- 
dort, while going te his station through a field 
overgrown with bushes was called by name by 
aman who had been lurking behind a fence, 
and on turning toward him was shot dead with 
revoiver-bullets.

While being carried to the po- 
lice-station he drew from under his coat 
and threw to the ground a tin-case 
filled with dynamite and small bullets, which 
did not explode, however—the concussion 
fuses, of which he had eleven with him, not 
having been inserted into the openings of the 
ease. He confessed to have done the killing 
with premeditation, being impelled, as he said, 
by motives of just revenge for the injuries in- 
flicted by Biöch, as detective, on innocent 
Sucialist laborers and their families. He re- 
fused, however, to give his name or to state 
his origin and condition. Photographs ex- 
changed between the police of Vienna and 
that of Dresden established and made bim 
acknowledge his identity with Hermann 
Stellmacher, before 1876 a non-commissioned 
Officer in a Saxon grenadier regiment, 
and subsequently en active Anarchist in 
Ziirich. Stellmscher's shure in the triple mur- 
der in the Marianilferstrasse’ was betrayed by 
a peculiarly-shaped fuse which had been found 
after the murder in the exchange office, and 
perfectly fitted the case of explosives thrown 
by him after shooting Blöch, being the twelfth 
of a dozen. Confessions of Prager and his asso- 
Hates in Pesth, to whom Eisert's stocks were 
traced, iedto the arrest of Kammerer, and 
various things found in the latter's dwelling, 
and finally his own acknowledgments, com- 
pleted the chain of evidence in regard to almost 
ail the particulars of the tragedy. Stelimacher, 
bowever, till bis last moment steadfastly de- 
nied his participation in it. 

As to the acknowledged murder of Dlöch. 
Stellmacher defended himself on the score of 
his convictions as a Socialist and reformer of 
society, speaking defiantly and aggressively in 
a way which left hardly any doubt in his bear- 
ers that his crimes had emanated from a blind 
and crude fanaticism.

A WEIRD SOENE. 


Working on the Top of the Washing- 
ton Monument by Electric Light. 

Wasbington Republican: At 8 o’ciock last 
night the elevator in the Washington Monu- 
ment carried down from its 300-feet top to 
mother earth twenty-one persons. 
of these were workers and three visitors, in- 
cluding Capt. Davis and a Republican reporter. 
Fourteen of the workers had been at the 
top for sixteen hours, 
which they had 
electric light. This was 
the Smithsonian tower and the Treasury by two 
of the reficcting lights of the Brush-Swan 
Company. The needs for this long trick of 
work lay in the necessity of securing the eight 
immense beams upon which the derrick to be 
used to place the roof stones in position is to 
be erected, These are sixty feet long and 
about a foot square. 
thirty feet of diameter to which the top of the 
shaft has narrowed, uniting at the top. A 
mast twenty-six feet long will pass through 
the centre, projecting some fifteen feet above 
them again. On this will be a horizontal 
twenty feet in length, which will form the der- 
rick and be easily movable upon a centre, turn- 
ing on an ingenious adaptation of the ball-bear- 
ing in use on bicycles, and formed of a number 
of grapeshot from the arsenal, which are placed 
between two grooved plates. 
this respond to the application of force that 
even with a superincumbent weight of twenty 
tons a child can turn it. 

The gale that came up about 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon caught the work in a 
highly dungerous condition, none of the beams 
being then secured, and scarcely any warning 
preceded the blow. Superintendent McLaugb- 
lin managed to prevent the panic threatened 
his force of men, many of whom had hats and 
coats blown away, and all hands were soon hard 
at work executing what temporary measures 
could be inaugurated on the spur of the 
moment. They had scarcely succeeded in 
combating the furious force of the wind when 
a violent hail-storm came on, corresponding 
with che heavy rain which tell in the city. The 
velocity of the wind as registered at the signal 
office was twenty-eight miles an hour, but 
previous extended experiments with an ane- 
mometer on the top of the monument demon- 
strated that the rate shown on the ground 
was always doubled on the monument 
top. These experiments were made two years 
since, when the shaft was not much more than 
half as high as it now is, so that the estimated 
velocity of the hurricane was probably not less 
than sixty miles an bour. The men were sus- 
tained while at their perilous work by meals 
sent up to them at regular hours. 

The scene from the monument top after 
nightfall was weird and wonderful. The effect 
was hightened by a singular phenomenon re- 
sulting from the reflection of the powerful rays 
of the electric lamps. Standing away over 
beyond Arlington was a colossal apparition 
of the monument, apparently sending forth 
rays of light, and reminding the beholder 
forcibly of the representations of the statue 
sumetime to be erected in New York harbor 
with its flambeau. This was the effect 
of the light from the Smithsonian tower. A 
similar but fainter figure was thrown to the 
south by the Treasury lamp. This rose up in 
its majestic proportions from the centre of 
the lights in Alexandria, which were plainly 
visible. At the foot of the shaft these phenom- 
ena were reversed, the appearance in each case 
being that of a wedge-shaped shaft of dark- 
ness bordered on either side by slight rays, the 
Staller end seemingly dipping into the dark 
waters of the Potomac. Ashort distance away 
the scene again changed., the top of the shaft 
being apparently the luminous centre of a star 
shooting off rays in four opposit directions, the 
shaft of ligut sent from the two original sources 
being duplicated on the respective reverse 
sides. 

The lights of the city, which were spread out 
like the inverted canopy of the heavens on a 
starry nicht, shone yellow in comparison with 
the brilliancy of the reflected electric lights 
especially, and in a minor degree placed in the 
shade by the ordinary arch lights with which 
the streets are dotted. Willard’s Hotel was 
the most conspicuous object, and appeared 80 
near that a stone sbould have reached it 
thrown from the top. The lights on the river 
and its banks gave it the appearance of an 
extension of the city. In the latter the 
farthest lights visible were seven gas lamps 
on the Seventh street road, apparently near the 
Schuetzen. The lamps upon many of the city 
streets wero, of course, observed by the adja- 
cent houses, but the broader streets and ave- 
nues had the appearance of alleys in an 
illuminated garden. A solitary bat, attracted 
by the light reflected by the white marbie, flew 
about the top as though anxious to alight, but 
evaded all attempts at its vapture.

Coal continues in 
scant supply, but a limited amount of tonnage 
is placed from day to day. The general 
opinion bere is that rates will stiffen trom 
now out, and that the era of low 
prices is over for the season.

MUSIC. 


Song Recitals and Light Opera. 

The only musical entertainments during the 
week have been light-opera performances by 
the Hess company and the Ford troupe, and 
the song recital by Miss Henson and Mr. Hein- 
rich. This concert, devoted to the songs of 
Scoumann and Schubert, calls for some com- 
ment. It is no simple matter for two singers 
to interest an audience for an entire evening 
by interpreting some twenty classical songs, 
the works of only two writers. The songs of 
the best German composers demand real talent 
and fine vocal attainments to do them justice. 
The classical form in somg-writing is now of 
that extended character which depends as much 
upon tne instrumental sobre as the vocal part 
for the poetic expression, Thus,in the songs 
of Beethoven, Schumann, Schubert, Liszt, and 
Franz the pianoforte parts: require a pianist of 
much ability and technique to play them, 
while the singers must not only possess a well- 
developed voice of adeqpate range and ofa 
beautiful quality, but must also be accom- 
plished in vocal: declamation. To allow the 


listener the pleasure of uhderstanding a song 
the vocaliste must so interpret the music 
through the medium of ‘the language of the 
text that when the melody is heard its meaning 
is within the range of the @omprebension. 

In this recital in the number of songs that 
Miss Henson sang from Schubert and Schu- 
mann, although each composition was familiar 
to the writer, it was impossible to understand 
a single line of the text, and yet the lan- 
guage used was stated to be En-

rest of the line was lost a seeming want of 
musical declamatory skill. Miss Henson's 
voice is full and round ig its higher range, al- 
though the lower tones need more develop- 
ment to make the compass even and of uni- 
form quality. The voice is clear and, when 
not forced beyond a certain degree of loud- 
ness, very pieasing. It seems to contain possi- 
bilities which, if developed, might entitle the 
singer toa high position, as a soprano soloist. 
When singing a varied list of songs Miss Hen- 
son does not make great enough difference in 
her method of interpretation to bring out — 
distinct poetical meaning of each. This was 
particularily the case with the setting 
of the four songs of Robert Burns by 
Schumann, The Cradle Song,”’ The Captain's 
Lady,“ and How Can I Be Blithe and Glad“ 
were sung with the same @motiona! coloring of 
voice, and, although there were contrasts of 
loud and soft, the real poetic meaning ot each 
did not reach the listener with that dramatic 
power that would impress him with the true 
signification and beauty of the distinctive 
songs. The hearer could not alter his mood 
with the varied sentiments of each song, for 
they were not transmitted to him through a 
dramatic delivery of the text. 

Mr. Heinrich sang all his songs in German, 
and with a delivery that if was nearly always 
possible to intelligently follow. He plays his 
own accompaniments, and indicates in them 
more the musician than an artist. They are 
quite well done but not masterly, with a poetic 
touch and inspiration. He does not carry the 
listener to a high point of enthusiasm, 
as has been the case with other artists who 
have attempted to fill the double role of pianist 
and singer. Mr. Heinrich has a baritone voice 
of fair power, anditis almost always used with 
a pleasing quality of tone. He indicates the 
musician in all that be dees, and his singing is 
pleasing to the listener. hut was not, in the list 
of songs he offered, stamped by greatness. He 
seemed to lack that warm inspiration which 
delights and holds the listener by its magnetic 
power. He sang all his songs with the notes 
before him, which may make a difference in 
the possibilities. of interpretation. Many of 
the very great artists have said that in order to 
sing with fine feeling and inspiration each song 
must be so studied that the poetic signification 
is stamped upon the mind by means of tho 
memorized text, and the singer is 
thus led to convey the sentiment 
that is in tae song by making it 
for the moment a very part of himself. It 
has been this art that bas made some singers 
so identified with certain songs that they seem 
almost to be entirely associated with them. 
The program of songs that Miss Henson and 
Mr. Heinrich offered was very interesting, 
although made up from selections from but 
two composers. The audience manifested their 
appreciation of their efforts, and were hearty 
with their applause. 

The light operatic performances have run on 
in about the same manner, and they call for 
only a reiteration of like comments, for very 
little change has been made in the way that 
they have been given, aithough the engage- 
ment in the case of the Hess company has 
lasted for three weeks. This troupe must be 
regarded as very ordimary in many re- 
spects, although a few of the mem- 
bers have ability and some reputation 
assingers. The season has but commenced and 
already intelligence comes of the enforced 
breaking up of two companies, The Acme 
of Chicago at New Orleans, and the one headed 
by Mile. Correlli at Syracuse. The great 
trouble with each company isin the organiza- 
tion itself. In many cases the members of the 
troupe are hastily chosen, and after a few re- 
hearsals are placed before the public. The 
badness of the performances condemns them, 
and in consequence financial failure follows. 
At the present time an entertainment must be 
good in all respects to command the support of 
the people. Every meriwrious opera company 
before the public holds their esteem and pat- 
ronage. The great popularity of the Boston 
Ideals is an illustration of what even an ap- 
proximation towards artistic performances does 
in gaining what is termeu success. The many 
organizations which have formed this year 
must heed the experienses of others, or else 
allow the lesson to become their own, and meet 
the unpleasant results which follow.

Miss Abbie Carrington and company will ap- 
pear in four concerts in Central Music-Hall, 
the 16th, 18th, 19th, and 20th of this month. 
The troupe includes Mile. Sale, contralto; Sig. 
Montegriffo; Mr. J. F. Geider, pianist; and 
Miss Carrington. A part of the programs will 
be devoted to operatic scenes.

According to a contemporary, one of the 
leading German professors of the piano in St. 
Louis adopts a mode of teaching that is unique, 
as far as the avoidance of circumiocution is 
concerned, The following dialog illustrates 
hig system: Teacher—* You vauts do learn to 
blay de biano?’’ Pupil—*Yes."" Teacher—

Many great musicians have been precocious 
when young, others have developed gradually. 
Music is an art that shows aptitude early in 
most cases. It is strongly individual, and a 
painter can sooner be created by industry than 
acomposer. If the latter has not some indi- 
vidual original ideas he will never become a 
composer of the firstrank. Haydn began his 
careerjat the age of 8; at 15 he had already de- 
veloped much of hij independence in idea. 
Beethoven was at 15a noted musician in Co- 
logne, Mozart played at 4 years on the harpsi- 
chord; at5 he composed and traveled as a 
virtuoso. Mendelssohn improvised freely on 
the piano at the age of 8. Schumann, when a 
boy, would always get his boy “companions 
around him at the piano, while he wusically 
described their character. Chopin was already 
a miracle at 10, and Mme. Sontag gave him a 
valuable gold watch as a token of remem- 
brance. | 

In an interview with an Eastern reporter a 
chorus-girl gives the following description of 
the life they lead. She said: Very often a 
girl, after a year or so of life in the chorus, 
tires of her freedom, and marries one of the 
company—the first tenor, if she can get him; 
if not, the baritone or second tenor. It is easy 
enough for a married couple of singers to get 
$18 or $20 per week apiece, even if both are in 
the chorus. You see, married people are more 
trustworthy, and the managers know it. With 
$40 coming to theu weekly, they can live 
comfortably, I imagine. But itis a tiresome, 
wearing, rush-about life, and it means more 
trouble than a girl thinka who sees us from a 
comfortable seat in the parquet. Not that 
there are no gold linings to our clouds. It is 
very pleasant to hear the house thunder with 
applause, and know you helped to awaken that 
thunder. Itis very pleasant to wear pretty 
clothes, and it is very, very pleasant 
to have your voice or looks praised, 
even if you Know that the critic who 
writes of your charms depended upon the 
company’s press agent for every word he had 
published. When I weigh the matter in my 
mind, I feel I ought to advise a girl to think 
very seriously before she enters the chorus of 
a comic opera company. There are manly 
managers, and there are managers who have 
not a spark of right feeling inthem. Un- 
luckily for us, the latter are in the majority.“ 

Sir G. A. Macfarren’s King David“ isa 
large work, and in several ways it introduces 
a new style into oratorio, Taken as a whole, 
the style is of a lighter character than has been 
hitherto the fashion. There are few solid 


masses of harmony, or solemn themes, or great 


events dealt with. The whole is simply a story 
of ordinary human crime and its earthly 
punishment. The noteworthy novelty of 
“King David“ is the prettiness of 
its orchestration. This is not altogether 
original; similar soft strains have been 
used before by other composers, but sparingly. 
But Macfarren uses them so profusely that had 
the subject been a more solemn one they would 
have been felt to be much out of place. 
Harps and oboes, flutes and bassoons, horns, 
and viols pizzicati, make very pretty music; 
but can it justly be called sacred? The plain 
truth is that King David is not an oratorio 
proper, but a kind of cross between the ora- 
torio and the opera. We have no objection to 
the institution ot a new class of works of this 
kind; but if we are to have more of them— 
and we think it very likely that Mactarren’s ex- 
ample will be largely followea—it will be nec- 
essary to advise a new generie name for them. 
It is in the direction of soft and pleasing orna- 
mentation rather than of solemn grandeur 
that King David will influence the future 
course of the art. Neither in fhe production 
of happy, spontaneous melody vor of great 
choruses has the composer discovered anything 
new.—Leeds (Eng.) Daily News.

of some things that may Much concern many 
people who will ere long be seeking a safe 
harbor for money that is liable to 
be floating aimiesly about in the 
sea of finance. The current of 
bis thoughts ran in the channel of investment 
and ‘ts flow was in this direction: Has it ever 
occurred to you that the moneyed people of 
this community, as well as of the West, were on 
the point of overdoing the careful system of 
financial management which they have been 
practicing for some months past? No? Well, 
Ihave thought of it recently, and right seri- 
ously, too, for I regard it as a matter which 
should receive the prompt attention of every 
man who is now hoarding his money with no 
other view than to keep it fora rainy day. If 
you will look about you will find that there 
are no more rotten savings-banks to tempt the 
patient toilers to throw their money away, but 
that instead are substantial banking institu- 
tions, the majority of which derive their great- 
est revenue from the safety-deposit vaults, 
which now form the principal attraction of all 
the best banks in this and other cities. It 
is not surprising that savers are sus- 
picious of banks, and that they are ready 
to pay from $5 to $50 per year for a private 
box in which to piace their money and other 
valuables, instead of taking the risk of confid- 
ing it to the care of savings-bank officers. It 
would be surprising if it were not so. But the 
time, I think, is approaching when this condi- 
tion of affairs must change—when the folly of 
the course being pursued will become appar- 
ent. The tendency of the times § is 
against investment. No matter how 
good a security may be placed upon 
the market it is with the greatest 
difficulty that capfitalists are induced 
to invest their money, and it not infrequently 
oceurs that the very best securities go begging. 

I have heid, and I now hold, that the conserva- 

tive plan that was adopted by the people of the 

country, and especially of the West, when the 

Wall street crashes were reported was all that 

saved substantial business interests from 

dire disaster. But I am now fearful lest 
this conservative feeling should de 
carried too far. There is a great deal of idle 
money in the country. The safety deposits are 
full of it, and the owners are fairly itching to 
get it out and place it where it will produce 

some revenue. But the feeling of which I 

have spoken has made them timid and they 

will not come forward, There is no lack of 
good securities. They are more plentiful, if 
possible, than ever before, but everybody is 
suspicious and the consequence is, that large 
holders of money are on the street in theory, 
but not in fact. They say they want such and 
such a security, but when it is produced they 
lock their strong box more tightly and say 
they will wait awhile and see how things turn 
out. 

tell you the conservative feeling has been 
carried to an extreme, and there is danger that 
the reaction will be disastrous. The time will 
come when the people who are storing money 
away in boxes will grow weary of see- 
ing it von- productive, and wil sigh 
for percentages that have deen posst- 
ble but were  negiected. They will 
then rush into the field, pick up everything 
within reach, and then what will we see? It is 

a well known fact that financial changes are 

liable to run to extremes unless precautions 

are taken. I am not a prophet, but 1 believe 
that unless the people think this question over 
more seriously than they are liable to when 
the change comes it will precipitate dis- 
aster. I don't think it will be long 
before the people who are now engaged 
in steering clear of good investments will be 
anxious to clutch at anything that promises 
good returns, and the chances are that many 
will catch those things that are not best for 
them. The result, I fear, will be that many 
spurious securities will be floated, and that in 
their hurry to secure something good many 
will be ied into throwing their money away in 
worthiess property. I believe the people are 
too careful. There. is no reason why there 
should be any spasmodic changes in our finan- 
cial or real-estate affairs. The fact that a few 
gamblers in Wall street were no longer able to 
live on a diet of wind is no reason why the sen- 
sibie people of the West should be frightened 
| from legitimate trade and be induced to hoard 
their money away where it will do no one good. 

As THe TRIBUNE bas often remarked, there 
is not a piece of property in Chicago that is not 
worth the price asked for it, and there is no 
danger that any man will get much the worst 
of a bargain in city or suburban real estate. 


| The time has arrived when it is bought and 


sold on business principles. If property is im- 
proved it does not take long for a man to ascer- 
tain what revenue is derived from it, and then 
he can easily calculate its worth and protect 
himself from any attempted imposition. 
So with unimproved property. He 
can find out about how much 
it will bring him if improved, and 
calculate what it is proper to pay for it. 
So, you see, deception is practically impossible. 
There are no longer any unreal values of Chicago 
real estate. Everything is tangible, and it is 
next to impossible to deceive a man who has 
his eyes open. 

Speaking of values reminds me that not 
long ago an old customer of mine complained 
to me that he wasn't getting enough 
revenue from a piece of property he had 
purchased some years before. He paid $14,000 
for it, and the income from it amounted to 
$1,400 net per year. I said to him that such a 
return ought to be satisfactory to any man, 
but be explained that he had been obliged to 
pay a goodly sum for paving the street in front 
of the property, which cut his revenue down 
materially. In the course of further conver- 
sution I ascertained that my client had not cal- 
culated that the pavement for which he had 
paid would last at least five years, and that since 
the purchase of the property it bad appreciated 
about 80 per cent in value, making the invest- 
ment worth nearly 25 per cent per annum to 
him. We looked the matter over and found 
that with alittle improvement the property 
would almost double the revenue which it paid. 
The man was astonished at the showing and 
said he had no doubt there were many owners 
of property as ignorant about its value as he 
was * 


Drifting away from the channel of invest- 
ment, the talkative man turned the stream of 
conversation in otber directions, ‘I have been 
a close observer,” said he, ot the conduct of 
Mr. Hough, the man whowas mainly instru- 
mental in securing the right of way for a 
street-car line over Adams, Desplaines, and 
Harrison street, and I am convinced that if the 
construction of the proposed line depends 
upon Mr. Hough and his supposed 
backers it will never be séommenced, 
let alone completed. When for several years 
Mr. Hough toiled for right of way on the West 
Side in opposition to the West Division Rail- 
way, even his enemies believed that he was 
sincere in his desire to give the people of the 
West Side the benefit of competition in street- 
car travel. But I feel safe in saying that at this 
time Mr. Hough’s most earnest supporters are 
losing faith in him. Since the passage of the 
ordinance granting bis supposed company the 
right of way, Mr. Hough has been 
simply uproariously inactive. When asked 
some months ago how soon his company would 
begin the construction of the new road he 
glibly replied, Very soon.’ He gives the same 
answer today, but there is no evidence that it 
means anything. It seems to me that Mr. 
Hough owes it to himself and the many good 
people of the West Side who had faith in him 
to do something that will convince them that 
he did not and does not now wish to seil 
out to the West Division Rallway Com- 
pany. At the time the ordinance 
was granted rumors were afloat respecting Mr. 
Hough's intentions, and it was promised that 
no time would be lost by him in convincing his 
friends that they had no foundation in fact. A 
careful search has failed to develop any finan- 
cial backing to the alleged company, and 1 
should think Mr. Hough would be sufficiently 
interested in the opinion of his friends to tell 
them just what he intends to do and when he

“An accident that occurred at the new 


‘Qpera-House Block last Tuesday illustrates 


what a serious thing it may prove to have an 
important work in the hands of an inexperi- 
enced and perhaps a stupid workman. Some 
days ago the contractors of the work superin- 
tended the erection of the iron work of the 
first story of the building, included in which 
was a column, at the corner of Washing- 
ton and Clark streets, weighing about 
eight tons. The superintendent of con- 
struction concluded that this heavy column 
was not sufficiently secured at the top, and he 
set a man to work to make the bond better. The 
workman went at the job, but before he pro- 
vided a stronger stay for the column he took 
the one already there away. The result was 
the heavy column fell upon the stone walk, car- 
ry ing with it other smaller columns. The large 
column struck the workman on the shoulder, 
tearing the sleeve from his coat and bruising 
him considerably. The accident was in nowise 
the result of faulty construction but of stupid 
workmanship. 

A friend of mine said to me the other day,

ers are doing for the beach™. at 
Jackson Park and try the same plan* Yor 
the beach along the North Shore driv *.

At last they 
bit upon a plan which was to protect the park 
and at the same time keep the beach as natural 
as possible. To that end they paved the beach 
with stone blocks about the same size as the 
granit blocks on our down-town streets, and 
elevated the pavement toward the park in such 
manner as to catch all the sand that may be 
washed upon it and at the same time protect 
the ground.

Improvements at Oakland. 

There will be over 100 buildings completed at 
Oakiand during this season. Standing at the 
north end of Drexel boulevard, corner Oakwood 
avenue, one can see fast approaching compie- 
tion many buildings. Just there is the Oak- 
land Republican Ciun’s wigwam, 80x104 feet, 
the inside being something like a great egg. 
It is so arranged that every one can see and 
hear, and abundant ventilation is provided. 
Looking east down Oakwood avenue one sees 
the elegant green-stone and red-brick houses 
of Mr. Wilson, and several other elegant homes 
near by. Looking south on the Drexel one can 
count thirteen new houses before Drexel bears 
off to the west. Most prominent of these is the 
structure between Drexel and Cottage Grove 
avenue which Dr. J. B. Ulery is building. It 
is noticeable for the evidentiy careful study 
to utilize all of the ground and make 
itself a credit to the fine site it occupies. The 
bandsome facades ure made of brown stone, 
pressed brick, and ornate terra-cotta. Mr. 
Thacker is putting in the foundation of a 
building running sixty feet south of this, to be 
used for stores and flats. The plans are made 
for the next twenty-five feet, and will be 
pushed forward as soon as arrangements are 
completed. On the west side of Cottage Grove 
avenue the buildings on the first 160 feet are 
all new. They are all stores, with flats over 
head, with all modern improvements, and they 
fill up as fast as the painter gets out of them. 
Looking west on Oakwood boulevard one can 
count ten or twelve fine brick houses. 
The section south and west from the point 
named is alive with mechanics. ‘The

All wallsand partitions 
are brick Every window is double. Each 
room has its own system of direct and indirect 
heating and ventilation. All of the school- 
rooms are exactly alike, and each has sunlight:

Skirting the Webster prop- 
erty, and ing by the spot where Robert. 
Wise took up his humble abode, there had long 
been a ferry-way leading to a ferry across the 
Merrimac River. The ferry was established 
during the last ventury, and after Robert Wise 
had lived there for some time it came to be 
called Wise’s Ferry. The ferry-way was origi- 
nally fenced on both sides, and it ran between 
the Webster Farm and a farm belongmg, at the 
time of which we are about to to Dea 
Farley.

Dea Farley, assuming that the land 
belonged to himself, removed all traces of the 


fence on his own side, and included the whole 


of the land in his own territory up to the line 
where the Webster fence formerly stood. 

Mr. Webster came up to Franklin soon after 
this had been done, and was greatly incensed 
by what he saw.

„John Taylor, how came you to stand still and 
let Deacon Farley steal my land?“ Mr. Web- 
ster was in one of his blackest 
Taylor was frightened, for in all his life he had 
never seen bis great friend in sucha towering 
passion.

NOBILITY AMONG WORKING GIRLS. 

Cuicaao, Sept. 2. Editor of The Tribune.) 
Having boarded a Wabash avenue street-car at 
7:80 o'clock one sunny morning last week, 1 
sought a vacant nook on the shady side and 
settied myself for a comfortable study of my 
fellow-travelers. Generally that hour finds the 
shopping butéerflies still fluttering their brill- 
iant wings in the privacy of their own boudoir, 
and the public conveyances are given over to 
business-men, early housekeepers, and 
the vast industrious swarm of worka- 
day tolk. The car rapidiy filled, and 
the larger part seemed to be composed 
of working girls. No opprobrious term in the 
literal sense, for are we not all working peo- 
ple? If not, we ought to be ashamed to own 
our shiftiesness. Insensibly I fell into a revery 
over the cause of that half-contemptuous 
smile on the faces of so many kind and other- 
wise liberal-minded people of this city when 
reference is made to working girls. Thousands. 
of ladies—and when I use that term I mean it 
in the fullest acceptation of the word—the ma- 
jority young, more often well educated and re- 
fined than ignorant, seek, and to their honor 
be it said find, employment and an honest live- 
lihood even in this so-called “City of Sin.“ 
Every morning, in rain or sunshine, heat or 
cold, finds them hurrying to their widely 
diversified occupations—from hoop-skirt f 
tories to lawyers’ Offices; urtista, cop 
stenographers, cashiers, bookkeepers—a great 
throng uray ny and usually patiently wrestiing 
with that en@my of the most of us, necessity. 
I had ot ten wondered at the seeming stigma at- 
tached to the noblest thing under the sun—a 
woman brave enough to go out sina le-handed 
and battle for herself among selfish com- 
petitors. I marveledgreatiy When a young and 
talented woman employed in a down-town 
office said to me in answer to my applause of 


} feminine independence: ‘*O, pardon me, but 


you speak as one seeing darkly. You cannot 
know the trials and humiliations we endure, 
and not the least of these the 
opprobrium of the class name. We are ail 
jumbled into the mud together, cultivated and 
ignorant, pure and wanton. My dear madani, 
did you never observe the significant smile or 
open sneer of the aristocratic exquisit, or the 
ili-concealed patronage of better people, when 
thrown in contact with laboring classes, even 
though superiority may be and often is on our 
side in all save wealth?” And 1 could not 
answer nay. The same girl once remarked, 
I'd rather marry the humbiest man if honest 
and true, if I could thereby bid tarewell to 
boarding-houses, petty fault-finding, and insult- 
ing attentions, and secure a home though poor, 
and an honest love.“ 

While wondering that these things be,“ the 
car stopped and two girls came in with a rush 
and a giggle, and I recognized them immedi- 
ately as members of the class in question. 
Both had muddy, greasy complexions that im- 
plied a want of soap and water. A biack shaw! 
pinned close under the chin of one concealed 
the lack of a collar; but both had their grimy, 
iil-kept hands decked with showy rings: and 
every visible garment said as piainly as words 
that they were strangers to book or nail and 
totally unacquainted with the clothes-brush. 
A gentleman crowded himself into a small com- 
pass and made a place for one of the misses, 
and she switched into it without even a 
glance of gratitude. Tripping against the 
unlucky boot of a masculine neighbor caused 
ner to snap out Hang n!“ in a semi-audible 
tone, and her companion seemed intensely 
amused -by the witty remark. Being 
settied, they instantly began an impertinent 
study of every occupant of the car. I suc 
cumbed with a sigh, and thought the socia! 
problem solved. We slowed up at the next 
crossing, and a lady came in quietly and 
nized with a bow and gentle smile the favor ot 
u seat. I knew her to be acopyistina lawyer's 
office, and commanding a salary less than the 
young women preceding ber; but what acon- 
trast! How different the personal appearance 
and manner. A sweet, pale face; hair ot 
satin smoothness, save the few rippies over 
the broad white forehead; a small, close-fitting 
bonnet with the freshest of white mull lies 
looped in a dainty bow; black suit, plain but 
spotiess, nota wrinkle nor a speck of dust; 
neatly-gloved hands; and a faint, delicate per- 
fume set her apart as the one woman in the 
car that morning who knew how to dress on a 
small salary and yet be charming. She was a 
lady. She worked from 8 a. m. till6 p. m., and 
yet every one in her vicinity felt the magnet- 
ism of her presence. Degraded indeed would 
have been the libertine who would presume one 
jota before that calm reserve. The traces 
of care and grief and the narrow band 
of crape told of bereavement and bightened 
the charm of the quiet face. She was a work- 
ing girl, yet in mv heart I said sister.“ 
Thousands of just such sweet, gracious spirits 
flit unobtrusively in and out among the great 
multitude of tollers, and are numbered with the 
class of laborers at which the world suiiles 
pityingly. 

O, my sisters, working girls, it lies with you 
to remove the odium from that’ honest title. 
By your gentle, unassuming presence and well- 
chosen apparel you can, if you will, so dignify 
an honorable calling,. whatever it may 
be, that your very presence may 
be a pleasure and your smile a

Two Chapters That Have Been 
Omitted from a Presidential 
Oandidate’s Biography. 


The Hanging of Patrick Morrissey and 


John Gaffney by the Hand of 
Grover Cleveland, 


As Reported in the Newspapers of the City 
of Buffalo at the Time of the 
Executions. 


Re 
THE EXECUTION OF PATRICK MORRISSEY. 
Buffalo Commerctal-Advertiser, Sept. 6, 1872: 
For the first time in over six years the ex- 
ecutive officer of this county bas been called 
upon to carry out the sentence of the law in 
the infliction of the death penalty. The 5th of 
Janusry, 1866, Charles Carrington was hanged 
in the jail-yard for having murdered Police- 
man George Dell; and today Patrick Morrissey 
suffered death from the same scaffold for hav- 
ing taken the life of the mother who bore him. 
THE GALLOWS. 
As before stated, the gallows was the same as 
that used for the execution of Carrington and 


Kierchner, and was erected in the same place— 


viz.: against the northerly or Batavia street 

wall of the jail-yard. The mode of execution 

was somewhat different, however. Instead of 
cutting a rope to let the drop fall, an arrange- 
ment has been made by which jt was simply 
necessary for the Sheriff to press an iron lever 
which drew out an iron pin upon which one 
side of the trap rested, causing the latter to 
drop. The position occupied by the Sheriff was 
such that he bad no view of the prisoner. 


The erection of the gallows and the covering 
of the jail-yard with canvas were completed 


during the afternoon. 
DURING THE NIGHT. 

During the night the prisoner read the Bible 
and prayed, continuing his devotions until 1 
o‘clock in the morning, at which time he lay 
down and went to sleep. He slept soundly un- 
til about 5 o'clock, when he arose and dressed 
himself carefully. 

THIS MORNING. 7 

At s o’clock this morning the prisoner was 
removed to one ot the debtors’ rooms, where 
he was shortly afterward visited by two of the 
Sisters of Charity and the Rev. Father Malloy, 
by whom the rite of holy communion was ad- 
ministered. After this he returned to his cell, 
where he partoox of his breakfast as usual. 

At 8 o'clock he returned to the room up-stairs, 
where he was visited by his three sisters. The 
scene is reported by those who witnessed it to 
be a most beartrending one. 

THE CROWD. 

As early as 9 o'clock this morning a crowd 
commenced assembling about the court and 
jail on Clinton, Batavia, and Washington 
streets, and in the court-house yard. Among 
the gatbering of those who were anxious to 
catch a glimpse of something—anything—con- 
nected with the dreadful act going forward 
were several females. : 

About 10 o'clock, however, a police force of 
twenty-five men, under command of Capt. 
Traenkle, sent by Superintendent Byrne, ar- 
rived on the spot and quickly scattered the 
would-be sightseers. 

LEAVE-TAKING. 

At half-past 9 o'clock the three sisters ot 
the prisoner took their final leave of him. 
The three females wept most bitterly, and 
their wailings were such as to be heard even 
as far as the streets. All present were sensi- 
bly affected, and, in tact, the scene was one 
which the most callous could not look upon un- 
moved. 

THE COFFIN 
was provided by reiations of Morrissey, and: 
was taken to the jailin the morning and placed 
in a room at the left hand of the entrance. It 
was a beautiful one, of black walnut and 
silver-plated. On the lid was a silver plate and 
shield. On the shield was a cross, and on the 
plate the inscription: 
PATRICK MORRISSEY, 

Died Sept. 6, 1872. 

. Aged 28 years. 

At 10:30 o'clock all those who had assembled 
in the jail-yard were summoned to the 

8 office. This was done to avoid confu- 
sion and to provide that none should reénter 
the jail save those who had tickets. 

Meanwhile Father Malloy, assisted by the 
Rev. Fathers Quigley and Lanigan, remained 
‘with the oprisoner in the debtors’ room up- 
stairs, engaged in religions devotion. 

BACK TO THE JAIL. 

At half-past 11 o’clock the Sheriff, with his 
deputies and assistants and those who had been 
summoned as witnesses, repaired to the jail, 
the whole number present being between sixty 
and seventy. 

At 11:43 Morrissey went the rounds of the 
jail and bade the prisoners good-by. He 
stopped at the cell of Gaffney and earnestly re- 
quested permission to en.bracehim. Gaffney 
was led out into the corridor, when an affecting 
scene took place between the two. A couple of 
minutes later the Sheriff, with the Under 
Sheriff, Mr. Smith, and the deputies, entered 
the jail for the purpose of 

BRINGING FORTH THE PRISONER. 

At 11:57 the prisoner appeared, coming from 
the entrance of the prison. First came the 
Sheriff, then the prisoner, clothed ina black 
shroud, with the fatal noose about his néck, 
With the Sheriff's deputies on either side; then 
the priests, led by Father Malloy in his robes, 
and ull chanting the death service. 

The witwesses and others surrounded the 
‘soaffold, while the prisoner, accOmpanied by 
the priests and Officers Emerick and Parnoll., 
ascended the stairs with a firm step. 

All being in readiness, Under-Sherif? Smith 
then read the death warrant. 

During the reading the condemned man 
kissed his band in adieu to some friends stand- 
ing near the jait door. 

The Sheriff took his place at the foot of the 
gallows, with his band resting on the lever at- 
tached tothe tra». At this time Morrissey was 
conversing in a low tone with Father Malloy, 
and, from the few words which our reporter 
could catch, it seemed that Morrissey was in- 
sisting upon making an address to those pres- 
ent, while the good father was endeavoring to 
dissuade him therefrom and urging him to 
read a paper which had been handed him. Thu 
Morrissey finally did in a firm voice. 

I then repeated a prayer after the 
father, and the latter afterward prayed in 
‘Latin. In answer toa question put to him by 
Father Malloy, bat which was not heard by 
(those below, Morrissey said; iI am ready to 
go now.” He then took leave of the priests 
‘and the officers, kissing the hands of the former 
and shaking those of the latter. He then spoke 
ont, saying: ** Good-by, Mr. Harris; good-by to 
all’; and afterward said: May Jesus inter- 
cede forme. lask Him to intercede for me. 
‘Good-by. God bless you all.“ Then, noticing 
a reporter of this paper, by whom he had been 
frequently visited, he called him by name and 
said: “Good-by, Mr. ——.” These were the 
last words he spoke. 

At 12:08 bands and feet were pinioned by 
‘Officer Emerick, and at 12:09 the black cap was 

drawn over his eyes. At 12:10 the signal was 
given, the Sheriff pressed the lever, and the 
soulless body of the matricide hung dangling 
in the breeze that caused the canvas overbead 
40 rise and fall like waves of a summer sea: 
while those who had been summoned to wit- 
ness the legal doing to death of a tellow-being 
gazed pityingly upon the ghastly spectacie, or 
‘turned away their heads to hide the emotions 
they cou!d not overcome.

cession an@ marehed bark to the jail. 

THE DOOMED MAN COMES FORTH. 

At fifteen minutes tetore 12 o’clock the at- 
tention of all was turned toward the portal of 
the jail, whence issued ‘the Sheriff and Under 
Sheriff, with the priests following, the latter 
accompanying the prisomer, who waiked with 
steady step, and mounted the stairs to the scaf- 
fold without flinching. About his neck was the 
fatal noose, the black cap was on his head, a 
black gown about his bedy, and asmali crucifix 
in his band. 

He was accompanied upon the scaffold by the 
Rev. Fathers, Officers Emerick, Fell, and Pow- 
ell, and Under-Sbheriff th. 

Amid breathless silempe Under-Sheriff Smith 
then read to the condemned man the death 
warrant. 

After the reading of the death warrant Gaff- 
ney said: I beg pardon for the crime for 
which I suffer, and beg on of all versons.” 
He then repeated something after the priests, 
but in so low a tone that none save those who 
stood immediately about him could catch the 
words. 

The prisoner then manifested a strong de- 
sire to address those present, but the clergy- 
men seemed as strenuously to oppose. Finally 
he was permitted to speak, when he said: 

„Gentlemen, I will tell you tne truth.“ He went 
on then to repeat substantially the confession 
given before. Having repeated his former asser- 
tion that Farrel gave him the pistol with which he 
shot Fahey, he saul: Gentlemen, this is God Al- 
mighty’s truth. ; 

He then deciared that his friends had com- 
pelled him to keep bis mouth closed, and would 
not let him make @ statement which might 
have saved his life. He then made some allu- 
sion to his wife and chil@ren and to the friends 
who had abandoned him and stolen his money. 
He said be grieved for bis wife and little 
children. I hope and pray to God that you 
will believe me and forgive me.“ 


THE CAP DRAWN DOWN. 


At four minutes to 12, while the priests were 
chanting the solemnservices, the cap was drawn 
over the doomed man's eyes by Officer Emer- 
ick, and his arms and legs pinioned. 

THE DROP. 


At two minutes to o' clock the signal was 
given by Officer Emerick from the scaffold; it 
was repe by the offieer standing in front to 
the Sheriff—the latter pressed the lever and the 
trap dropped. His neck was proken and he 
struggied very little.» There was a slight 
twitching of the shoulders and bands, and 
this was all. Even after he dropped be con- 
tinued to hold the small crucifix in his left

AFTER THE DROP. 


Five minutes after he fell the pulse was 145; 
at eight minutes it was 75; at ten minutes it 
was 69; and in another minnte it had ceased 
altogether.

ToRONTO, Can., Sept. ([New York Times. 
For some time much indignation has existed 
among the residents of Paris at disgraceful 
conduct of Maj. Atherton of the Salvation 
Army. Some time ago & young and handsome 
daughter of poor but bighly-respectable parents 
became attracted to the Salvation Army by the 


apparent devotion and earnestness of their 


members, and, being carried away with religious 
fervor, became a oonvert and was enrolled 
among the members. Young, talented, with 
all the simplicity and charm of budding wom- 
anhood, she entered heartily into the work, and 
by ber winning persuasion succeeded in making 
many converts. 

The Major appears to have become enamored 
of her, and in order the more readily to over- 
come her scruples, he proposed a tour through 
the district in order to stir up their people to 
renewed exertions. She consented, and the 
couple started out. While on this tour Ather- 
ton succeeded in accomplishing her ruin, and, 
broken-hearted, the young woman returned to 
her friends.

After the meeting was over one of them was 
arrested and taken toward the town-hall, ana 
this was the signal for a regular row. On ar- 
riving near the town-hall the constables and 
prisoner were knocked over, and the prisoner 
gotaway. Afver this the crowd made up its 
mind to have the Major, if he was in town, and 
several houses were visited in search of him. 
He was at length found in Mr. Hick’s cellar 
hiding inatubinacorner. His uniform had 
been taken off, and be was wearing an old suit 
of the blacksmith's. He was led out of the 
house and into the yard. There eggs of vari- 
ous ages and conditions were showered upon 
bim in great profusion. A few of the soldiers 
and police were also poered freely. The 
Major was at length u care off by his 
friends, who escorted him to a place of refuge, 
where he remained during the night.

The Desperate but Fruitless Attempt 
of the Free Whisky Element to 
Defeat It. 


Making War on the Men Who Fought for 
Its Passage Carter Harrison's 
Demagog iam. 


A well-attended meeting of the Fourth Ward 
Blaine and Logan Club was beld last night at 
the corner of Thirtieth street and Prairie ave- 
nue. Mr. W. H. Harper, candidate for re- 
election to the Lower House of the Illinois As- 
sembly, addressed the club, explaining at 
length the license law knownas the Harper 
bill. He began with a personal explanation, in 
which he answered certain anonymous charges 
against his character and conduct of the office 
of Chief Grain Inspector. He stated that he 
was a inted to that office in 1872. There 
were deficits in the treasury amounting to 
thousands of dollars, all of which were paid 
out of bis private funds in order to relieve the 
grain inspection department from embarrass- 
ment rather than to ask for an in- 
crease in rates as his first official act. 
In 1874, during a corner in No. 2 corn, he could 
have made a fortune by dishonest practices, 
but withstood the temptation and arrested one 
Morton of Kentland, Ind., for attempting to 
bribe one of bis iuspectors. In 1874 and 1875 
he reduced the rates until they were 10 cents 
less per 1,000 bushels than the Board of Trade 
ever realized before or since. A deposit of 
$10,246.43, a portion of the receipts from grain 
inspection, he deposited in the Cook County 
National Bank in the fail of 1874, and this sum 
was lost by the failure of that institution. This 
amount was finaily allowed him in settiement 
of his accounts. The action of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, and the opinion of 
the Attorney-General of the State, which Mr. 
Harper read, fully exonerated him from all 
blame, and removed the cloud which at one 
time rested upon his good name. 
PREPARING THE BILL. 

When he became a candidate for the Legis- 
lature in 1882 the question of license for the 
Bale of liquors engaged his attention, 
and be became convinced that a State 
license law should be passed licensing 
the sale of whisky at (say) $500, 
and beer (say) $250. To aid him in wise and 
safe action upon the subject be enlisted the 
active codperation of many business and social 
organizations, and conierred with members of 
the Union League Club, Commercial Club, 
Board of Trade, Citizens’ Association, Citizens’ 
League, Lumber Exchange, Clearing Associa- 
tion, Grocers’ Exchange, and many others, all 
of whom assured him of their bearty support. 
The bill was drafted by the Hon. Emery A. 
Storrs, C. C. Bonney, and W. P. Black, but be- 
fore presenting it to the Legisiature Mr. Harper 
struck out one or two provisions in the bill be- 
cause they appeared to bim to be impracticable. 
The bill was sent to the Committee on License, 
the only object of its introduction being to air 
and discuss the subject by the public press of 
the State. The bill which was passed was 
drafted at his rooms in the Leland Hotel in 
Springfield, there being present the Hon. O. D. 
Wetherell, A. A. Carpenter, Hilon A. Parker, 
Isaac L. Morrison, James A. Connelly, the late 
F. F. Elmendorf, and possibly some others, all 
prominent citizens of Chicago. 

The 7th day of February, 1883, he had the 
honor of introducing The Harper High- 
License law to the House, and after being 
read by its title it was referred to the Commit- 
tee on License, and from that time until its 
final passage, June 15, 1883, its remarkable 
history is well known. ‘che Democrats and not 
a few of his Republican friends had esteemed 
that bill to be the mistake of his life, but he 
was willing to abide by the issue, and, if need 
be, defend his oonnectioH th such a grand 
and needed reform. He claimed with pride 
that he took the lead and gave constant and 
personal attention to every step in its progress 
vere it became one of the best laws in the 

tate. 

The history of high license in the Thirty- 
third General Assembly, however well known 
and remarkable, will lose nothing before all 
good citizens and taxpayers by repeating from 
time to time some of the salient points and 
telling of its many benefits in moral and 
financial respects. 

No measure has been so fully discussed and 
bitterly opposed by its enemies or warmly sup- 
ported by its friends in the history of State 
legislation. Said Mr. Harper:

* That the people may more fully understand 
with what obstacies the advocates of the High- 
License law had to contend, it is only necessary 
to call attention :o the open secret that about 
$75,000 was raised by the Saloonkeepers“ Asso- 
Ciation by assessments upon its members and 
used to influence the friends of the measure to 
withdraw their support and to throw it upon 
the side of the whisky interests. 

'* While in the midst of one of the greatest 
parliamentary struggles and legislative dis- 
cussions in the annals of State legislation, 
*Chicago’s best Mayor,’ as Harrison styles 
himself. appeared upon the floor of the House, 
and the day the bill passed the House Carter 
Harrison took bis seat among that pand of 
Democrats, and said: Boys, this is all right. 
You pass the bill and I will enforce it, but 
don't bave any more of our fellows vote for it 
than is necessary to pass it.“ Among other 
Democrats who contributed valuable aid 
in the passage of that grand measure, are 
the Hon. Ten 8 Mattocks, H. W.

Representatives in Springfield to give immedi- 
ate attention to the measure now pending be- 
fore them [the Harper law]. They expressed 
their pain and su at the hesitation to 
adopt the bill for the limitation of drunken- 
ness, which may give rise to the suspicion that 
they are indifferent to thé suffermgs of help- 
less women and children, who are the greatest 
victims of the liquor traffic, and are more anx- 
fous to secure the political support ot its 
friends and patrons than they are to promote 


the Commonwealth. 

„Thus it will be seen what the religious ele- 
ment and leading tors of the various 
churches of the City of Chicago thought of the 
question then, and it seems to me now that it 
is the bounden duty of that class of people, 
especially in my district, the city and State, to 
vote for and sustain the men who were instru- 
mental in passing the High-License law, and I 
trust they will aid us with their influence and 
votes at the polls next November. 

„Again: Not alone the religious interests 
were utilized and called into active codperation 
in the passage of the High-License law, but the 
Board of Trade, through its then President, 
but now candidate for Governor of the State 
on the Prohibition ticket, passed and sent me 
the following resolution—viz. :

THE BENEFITS OF HIGH LICENSE. 


** Merely dollars and cents cannot measure the 
benefits secured to the people by and through 
such a law. Look, for instance, at what 
high license has done in Chicago. It has ia- 
creased the money in the City Treasury from 
$300,000 to nearly $1,500, 000. The law has been 
in forée in the State’a little more than a year, 
and in the City of Chicago four months, and 
the good results are manirest everywhere. It 
has increased the revenue of the State from 
$700,000 to $4,500,000. Before the passage of 
the law there were 13,000 licensed saloons in 
the State, computed on the basis of Federal 
license. Nine thousand have survived the tax, 
showing 4,000 of the worst and least responsible 
ones swept out of existence, or nearly one- 
third, since the law took effect, Does Carter 
Harrison want to reinstate the 4,000 miserable, 
dead doggeries, whose keepers have gone into 
business more useful, productive, and honor- 
able? All who have heard him lately believe 
so. Why, Carter declares boldly from every 
street-corner, stump, and platform in the city, 
town, village, and country that he favors free 
beer, free whisky, and freedom to violate Sun- 
day law, decency and all! 

LET CARTER ANSWER. 

I am persuaded that nove of the better class 
of saloonkeepers desire the law repealed and 
the era of free-rum doggeries begun again. 
Does Carter wish this? Let bim answer yes or 
no. These are proper questions, and the peo- 
ple demand of Carter Harrison an answer. 
Then if he favors the law and is canvassing 
among the saloonkeepers for votes the people 
ought to know it. If Mr. Harrison is opposed 
to the continuance of the law and will use his 
influence if elected to repeal it, then the rural 
Democrats who oppose free whisky ought to 
know that also. Surely Carter Harrison should 
be made to show his hand, and we should put 
the question direct to him, Are you. Mr. Har- 
rison, in favor of or opposed to the High-Li- 
cense law, and if elected will you advocate or 
oppose its repeal?’ And having put the ques- 
tion in that direct form compel Harrison to an- 
swer categorically yes or no. Let Carter 
Harrison redeem the pledge he made 
at Springfield when in the midst of 
that band of Democrats who dared to do 
right, and voted as their judgments‘ and con- 
sciences dictated rather than servilely obey 
the behests of party caucuses and conventions. 
He then openly declared that if the bill should 
pass the Legislature he would sce that it was 
duly enforced and obeyed. Will Carter Har- 
rison keep that solemn promise, and dare he do 
it? Gov. Ogiesby has spoken out boldly on this 
subject, as he does on all questions affecting 
the welfare of the people. Carter Harrison 
boasts wherever he speaks that he did nullify 
the High-License law, and thereby helped the 
saloonkeepers and cheated the honest taxpay- 
ers of the city and county out of more than a 
million dollars. In many of the Democratic 
counties in the State the Democrats are in 
favor of the High-License law, as much so as 
the Kepublicans, and have imposed the beaviest 
tax upon saloons, and in many places have re- 
fused to grant any license whatever. 

THE FREE-WHISKY ISSUE. 

„While the question of high license has not 

been made a partisan questionin this State, 
yet Carter Harrison seeks to make it so, and 
charges the Republican party with the conse- 
quences of the law. If Democrats desire to 
‘make free whisky an issue in this campaign— 
and Carter Harrison seems to be their cham- 
pion and mouthpiece—the Republicans of the 
State, and especialiv in Cook County, are ready 
and willing to meet the issue fairly and square- 
ly before the people on the stump. 

“Through the press and at the polls the 
State of Missouri by law, although a Demo- 
cratic State, has fixed the license for the sale of 
beer and wines at $550 per annum and of other 
liquors about $1,200. And Texas, the banner 
Democratic State, has also a law on the 
same subject, fixing the annual license 
at $450, and the money is paid into the State 
Treasury, and each village, town, and city has 
authority to add what they please for local 
purposes. So it will be seen that in the largely 
Democratic States the question of high license 
is not madea partisan question; but Demo- 
erats and Republicans alike unite in the regu- 
lation and suppression, as far as possible, by 
law of the nefarious and immoral business. 

* ITcould mention many more instances of the 
same import. But I trust these will suffice to 
convince every one, even Carter Harrison, that 
the lawis fair, just,and in the direction of 
reform and pure government, and that be and 
all good citizens of every party and name 
should labor to keep it upon the statute books 
of the State, making it stronger and better if 
need be. Then we shall have done our whole 
duty as good citizens and patriots.” 

LEGISTATIVE OBSTACLES. 


Mr. Harper then spoke of the amendment he 
offered to the criminel law, which provided 
that any person who breaks, or enters without 
force, with malicious intent any dwelling- 
house in the night-time, and who shall be 
found with any deadly weapon or drug upon 
his person, shall on vonviction thereof be im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary for vot less than 
ten years or tor life, while the present 
law only provides for an imprisonment of from 
one to ten years. This amendment was only 
defeated by reason of the delays and deadlocks 
incident to the passage of the High-License law. 
Again, an attempt was made to legalize 
** bucketshops,’’ a rascally scheme for the cor- 
ruption of the youth and business-men of the 
country. Although a large and powerful lobby 
was present that vicious measure was sent to 
the tombs of the Capulets to sleep the sleep 
which knows no waking. 

THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

In the largely Democratic States of the 
South the question of bigh license is not made 
a partisan question, but Democrats and Repub- 
licans unite alike in the regulation and sup- 
pression as far as possible by law of the nefa- 
rious and immoral business. The Republican 
party, said Mr. Harper, isin favor of a free 
ballot and an honest count. It put down the
